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WackenhutCorp. Check Kirk's Appointees 



MIAMI (.\P)-The Wackenhut 
Corp., a private detective agency, 
said today It has been hired by 
Gov. Qaude Kirk to imes^ste 
his iqppointees. 

"Hie diedcs are to show they 
have no criminal records and 
are not deadbeats." said G. Ralph 
Kiel, Wactodnit public relations 
director. 

He said agents also ware 
chedcing appointeesj voting rec- 
ords. 

"Voter registration Otoms 
vbetber people are US citizens 
and whether they are qualified 
voters and citizens of this state," 
said Kiel. "It would be eiiAar- 
rassing to appoint someone v^ 
was not a US citizen or a quali- 
fied voter to a major position." 

Wackenhut agents have been in 
Leon County Tallahassee dec- 



tion office at least four times 
this month. 

"They are just ordinary look- 
ing people," said Wilma Sulli- 
van, supervisor of elections. 

Kiel emphasized that agents in- 
vestigating the background of 
State a^^intees were not con- 
nected with die governor's con- 
troversial War on Crime, which 
is being spearheaded by the 
Wackenhut organization. Asked 
what the financial arrangements 
were for this job, Kiel said he 
dttdn't know but added that the 
governor was footing the bill in 
some way. 

"Tbe governor waiffs all peo- 
ple checked who are woridng 
closely with him," Kiel said. 
He said die investigations began 
before the ^jpolntees took office. 

The Wadceidiut oompanv is 



headed by former FBI agent 
George Wackenhut, who is di- 
recting Kirk's war on crime. 
"They came in right after in- 
auguration and checked out sev- 
eral names. I didn't pay too 
much attention," said Mrs. Sulli- 
van. 

"I think they have been here 
four times. Each time they'd call 
out the name and we'd see if the 
person was registered," she told 
The Associated Press. Mrs. Sul- 
livan said that voter registration 
records are qien to the public 
and "we have all kinds of people 
coming In checking our rec- 
ords." 

The agents, wbo usually came 
alone, would give their names, 
dieir organization and had cre- 
dentials, "a regular little wallet 
thii« diey flip open," Mrs SuUi- 



van said. She could not recall 
the names of any of the a^nts. 
The agents checked on die par- 
ty registration and voting rec- 
ords. 

"They seemed most interested 
In seeing if the appointees VMed 

regularh. They didn't offer any 
information," Mrs. Sullivan said. 

However, she said that the 
"young, real clean cut" man, 
whom she described as "the first 
little boy" to visit the office, 
told her Kirk was checking each 
appointee from every angle that 
could "possibly be checked." 

"1 thought he said financial or 
credit records were being 
checked, too. I thought maybe he 
said their credit records," Mrs. 
Sullivan said. "He said be thought 
that it was smart to check dwm 
out."

Powell to Pay Widow 

$33,000 for Slander 




WASHINGTON (.\P) -President 
and Mrs. Jphnson and other na- 
tional leaders paid silent, grave- 
side tribute yesterday to the 
^)ollo astronauts killed in a 
spacecraft inferno. 

Air Force Lt. CoL Virgil I, 
Qnssom, 40. and NavyLt.Cmdr. 
Roger B.Chafiee,31,wereburied 
sitte by side in Arlington National 
Cemetery-Grlssom at 9 a.m. EST 
and Chaffee at 1 pjit. 

Johnson attended both rites. 

Air Force Lt. Col. Edward H. 
White 11, 36, went to his last 
resting place, also with fiiU mil- 
itary honors, at 11 a.m. EST at 
the US Military Aacademy, West 
Point, N.Y. 

Mrs. Johnson and Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey are 
flying to this ceremony. 

At Cape Kennedy, Fla., scene 
of last Friday's traged-. , a 15- 
member board of inquir;. con- 
tinued to sift evidence and Inter- 
view witnesses, searching for 
the key to the spacecraft fire. 

Likely to receive the board's 
critical consideration is a 3- 
year-old National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration report 
detailing previous fires in 
oxgen-filled chambers. 

The NASA report showed four 
men suffered critical bums in 
1962 during experimentation in 
Philadelphia with an oxygen- 
filled simulated space cabin. That 
blaze was touched off by an 
electrical spark, said the re- 
port. 

The study, prepared by the 
Lovelace Foundation for Medi- . 
cal Education and Research, .Al- 
buquerque, N.M,, was part of a 
series on space cabin fire and 
blast hazards. 

It suggested that the. ease with 
whicb scientists handled previous 
fire threats involving oxygen in 
space cabins may have created 
"a false sense of security." 

The flag-drajjed coffins of the 
astronauts were brought In a jet 
transport Monday from Cape 
Kennedy. Their families and 
family clergymen followed in 
other planes. 

The Arlington burial spot Is atop 
a knoll, from which a panorama 
of Washington, including the 
Capitol and the Washington 
Monument, is visible through 
now-leafless trees. Three other 
astronauts killed in plane crash- 
es are buried about 400 yards 
away. 

There was an 18- minute funeral 
march from the cemetery's ad- 
ministration building to the 
graveslte. For Gdssom, an Air 
Force band, color guard ^dpla- 



toon were assigned. 

For flying Navy man Chaffee, 
there was a platoon of blue jack- 
ets and a Navy band. TTie grave- 
side portion of each service 
lasted about seven minutes. 

White was buried in the shadcws 
of the Catskill Mountains, high 
above the Hudson River. In 
a small cemetery where most of 
die headstones are single. 
Before die burial, his casket 
lay in state for an hour at die 
old Cadet Chapel nearby. 

Two black-and-silver hearses 
met the Air Force jet carrying 
die bodies Monday, and brou^t 



the remains of (^ssom and Chaf- 
fee to the cemetery here. When 
the plane landed later at New- 
burgh, N.V., with White's body, 
hundreds of Air Force officers, 
airmen and citizens stood at at- 
tention. 

Memorial services for the three 
were held Sunday and Monday at 
Houston, site of a huge apace 
center. 

The findings of the board of 
inquiry are not expected to be 
known for at least several days.

University Glased, 
Students vs Police 

MADRID (AP)-Educatlonal authorltes closed Spain's largest insti- 
tution of learning, Madrid University, yesterday after two days 
of battling between students and security police. 

The university board of governors ordered all schools of the 
university, which has an enrollment of nearly ^5,000, closed for 
three days. It ordered tbe schools of political, economic, and 
commercial sciences closed indefinitely, sayli^ tbey were centers 
of subversive activity. 

Police and students battled with stones andclubson the university's 
spacious campus Monday after the police halted about 700 students 
attempting to march to the rector's office to demand ivlease of 
classmates seized after a similar skirmish last Friday. 

At least 50 students and police were Injured, and at least one 
student and one police lieutenant were hospitalized. The police 
arrested more than 30 of the students. 

The clash Friday was triggered by use of police force to smash 
workers' demonstrations against rising living costs and boosts 
in local transpon charges throughout the nation. The workers 
are demanding doubling of the $1.40-a-day minimum wage. 

Government officials said they were soumed by tbe violence with 
which the students resisted poUce efforts to imuk up their unaut- 
horized gatherings. 

When the police stopped the march Monday, die students pelted 
club-swinging police widi -rocks.,

Bob Shane, Mck Reyn Ids and 
John Stewart arm ur.ced Monday 
they will disband after June 1, 
even though the trio can still 
earn $750,000 annually.

Ten years ago, American folk 
music was largely limited to 
avant garde night clubs and hill- 
billy hoedowns.

Though Student Government, the FLAMBEAU and 
the executive board of Smith HaU have strongly 
protested the incident in which some 30 n-.otor 
scooters were ticketed without warning in the 
Smith Hall area, the issues at stake are yet to 
be solved. Perhaps this is because it is the system 
itself which is really at fault. 

The campus police and the traffic committee 
seem to regard the question as a simple one in 
which the only consideration is whether or not 
the scooters were parked illegally. They seem to 
be uninterested in the fact that the owners present 
a strong case and c<Miten i :h - they were unaware 
of violating any parking regulations. 

While no one questions the need for eruorcement 
of traffic regulations, we do question the manner 
in which some cases are handled. 

The traffic control system and the entire Univer- 
sity bureaucracy need to be humanized. When it 
becomes easy, as it now has, to sacrifice individuals 
so glibly for the sake of the system, it is time 
for a change. 
Punishment is not the only method for keeping 
order. In cases where the person involved is 
clearly unaware of a regulation, whether it be a 
minor traffic violation or an improper sign-out 
card, education would be much more desirable than 
punishment. 

We therefore propose that in the future police 
issue warnings in situations where regulations have 
recently been changed. Warnings should also be 
issued when the regulations are possibly unclear. 

It would be far better for bureaucrats to act 
like educators rather than petty tyrants.

Referring; V> tlu- provisions of the Board of Regents 
op>erating ruanual, we find ttiat over and over again 
the right to excercise our freedoms is conditioned 
upon compliance with "university regulations " 

In this sense, the board is hedging upon rights 
which it has no power to abridge. In the light of 
this condition our freedoms become meaningless. 

As a result, we must reaffirm the importance of 
passing the Student Bill of Rights. 

Such a bill would clearly limit the ability of the 
university to infringe upon our rights. It would 
thereby negate the effect of the "under university 
regulations" clauses. Unless this is done, we will 
have no guarantee that our rights will be respected, 
and, unfortunately, political pressure on adminis- 
trators being what it is, such a guarantee is an 
absolute necessity.

The Assocs. urged the 90th Con- 
gress and citizens not to be de- 
ceived by the seeming attract- 
iveness of the proposal. 

Colleges could benefit from tax 
credits only by hiking tuition, 
the assocs. rioted, and this would 
increase the burden of college 
costs that many families now 
bear. 

Legislation to authorize the tax 
credits has been introduced at 
every session of Congress over 
the past several years, although 
It has yet to win majority sup- 
port. In its most frequently dted 
form, the proposal would allow 
axpayen to dedua upu> $325 
from their annual tax. 
Pnqxments of the measure have 
souj^t to emphasize the financial 
relief it qipears to inqdy for 
parents of college studeiKs. But 
the 300 publicly-supported insti- 
tutions represented at dils week's 
meeting remain convinced that 
"tax credits would offer the most 
hel^ to those who need it the 
least, while giving the least help, 
or none at all, to those who need 
it the most." 

The assocs. noted, for example, 
that relatively high-income fam- 
ilies paying tuition of 51500 or 
more a year could deduct as much 
as $325 from their tax WUs. 



while low-income famlliespaylng 
little or no federal taxes would 
receive no benefits at all under 

the plan. 

The tax-credit idea has also 
been advanced by some of its 
advocates as a simple method of 
bringing faderal aid to the coll- 
eges without government stipu- 
lations on how the money should 
be spent. 

The assecs. viewed this as a 
direct contradiction of tiie daim 
that tax credits would provide 
ciUzens with financial relief. 
NASULGC and ASCU maintain 
Aat the credits could not simul- 
taneotidy aid bodi theooilegeand 
the tax-payer. 

Since the tax-credit approach 
would cost the US Treasury at 
least 1 billion dollars in lost 
revenue during the first >ear 
alone, tte associations warn that 
Its adoption would likely pre- 
clude other forms (f soreh- 
needed government aid to 
colleges for the foreseeable fu- 
ture. Knowing this, college trus- 
tees would be unable to avoid 
Imposing higher tuition fees as 
a primary source of additional 
funds.

Soccer, it has been said, is a foreign sport—the 
world's most popular sport~but a heathen one, 
nevertheless, according to some in^ierioas, provin- 
cial American minds. Well, brace yourself, America. 
Soccer has arrived, like a tidal wave. 

From exactly no domestic professiwial soccer, 
the sport has hit (or will hit this April) our glorious, 
glistening shores with two — not one, but (count 'em) 
two— major leagues. And, taking a hint from the 
.good ol* American traditions of competition and 
sports rivalry, this game, where hands are con- 
sidered a burden, arrives with a rea(ty-made, jiffy- 
quick war of the leagues. 

The battle lines have been drawTi. The National 
Professional Soccer League (NPSL), with a team 
based in Philadelphia, has a lucrative television 
cmtract with CBS as its most potent weap<» mrtiile 
the NorthAmerican League claims the heav\' artillery 
of sanction by the Federation of International Foot- 
ball Associations, the ruling body of international 
soccer. 

The NPSL "is a 10-team organization with groups 
located in Atlanta, St. Louis, San Francisco, Balti- 
more, Chicago, Los Angeles, Toronto, Pittsburg 
and New York as well as the Kiiladelphia fflxtry, 
galled the Spartans. 

A 32-game schedule is to begin April 16 and nm 
through At^st with games being played Wednesday 

and Saturday evenings, except for the CBS "Game 
of the Week" which will be played on Sunday after- 
noons. The Spartans '^pen at home against tiie 
Toronto Falcons. 

The NPSL claims major league status by virtue 
of its one-year TV contract which will benefit each 
team $50,000, and its salary level which will average 
around $20,000 per player, accordii^ to league presi- 
dent Robert Hermann. 

The North American League's claim to major 
league status, and naturally, superiority, stems 
from its recognition by the FIFA and the NPSL's 
lack of official recognition. The benificent paw of the 
mighty FIFA resting on the head of the fledgling 
NAL is said to give Hmn the edge in procnremrat 
of talent. 

Foreign players, who will form the nucleus of 
every team in both leagues, are free to negotiate 
with the North American League, but are not al- 
lowed to play for an NPSL team under penalty of 
banishment from any future contact with FIFA 
teams in international competition. 

Also, only member-teams of the NAL will be eligible 
for the World Cup Games, the World Series of 
international soccer. 

But, since the NAL will not be formed until 196«-- 
the 14 teams will represent foreign cities — their 
calibre of play will likely not reach World Cup 
level for some years, the issue c& sanction or 
outlawry is essentially one of the future.

Fire of undetermined origin 
destroyed the third floor of the 
Sigma Phi Epsllon fraternity hou- 
se late yesterday afternoon, leav- 
ing the rest of the red-brick 
Structure severely damaged by 
smoke and water. 

The brothers first learned of the 
fire when a passing cued interr- 
upted their meal with the news 
that "there is smoke coming from 
the attic." 

Investigating, several of the fra- 
ternity men tUscovered that fire 
had spread through the third 
floor, but smoke was so intense 
that they made little progress in 
getting to the source of the blaze. 

During an luisuccessfUI attempt 
to climb the stairs, several men 
were showered with sparks and 
bits of wood as the roof caved in 
on the 8t^ a fewf eet above them. 
No one was hurt. 



Tteee or four Tallahasseefire- 
trucks arrived at the scene "right 
away" and were soon playing 
hoses on the attic both inside and 
outside the house. The fire was 
not brought under control until 
approximately 40 minutes later. 

When the house had been prn- 
noimced safe for entry, the Sig 
Ep's salvaged all the furniture 
from their housemother's apan- 
ment and from the downstairs 
area. Clothes and personal be- 
longings of the 23 men who live 
in the house were also removed. 

"Another 15 minutes and we 
would've been gon&," said one 
soot-smeared brother. 
The fire completely gutted the 
two bedrooms which comprised 
the attic, destroying allpos^s- 
sions oi the two men who roomed 
there. 

Fraternity President John May- 
nard said the Sig Ep's had ac-

Machine 
Balloting

Any remote possibilities of 
machine politics causing stuffed- 
ballot boxes or other election 
irregularities were dismissed 
terday as Student Body Pres- 
ident Larry Gonzalez announced 
that voting machines will be in 
operation during the Feb. 14 
balloting.

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Automakers Have Senator Dirksen Opposes 
Mixed Reactions to U.S -Soviet Consular Treaty 



Proposed Standards 



DETROIT (.\P)-US automakers 
plan to study in detail the fed- 
eral government's softened car 
safety standards. 

The Commerce Departrrient 
withdrew Tuesday three of the 
original 23 standards, which had 
draWn strong protests from the 
auto makers when they were 
announced last Dec. 3. They are 
the first federal standards. 

In a compromise move, the 
other original 20 standards were 
toned down, and the industry was 
given an extra four months 
in which to put them on 1968 
model cars. The original dead- 
line, next Sept. 1, was extended 
to next Jan. I. 

Withdrawn for further study 
were two proposed standards 
dealing with tires and rims and 
one requiring headrests to pro- 
tect riders from whiplash injury. 

The automotive Big Three-Ford 
Motor Co., General Motors Corp. 
and Chrysler Corp.-said they 
would reserve comment until the 
revisions could be thoroughly 
studied. 

Board Chairman Roy Cbapin 
of American Motors Corp. de- 
clined comment. 

Volkswagen, most successful 
foreign challenger in the US auto 
market, appeared optimistic. 

American Motors and Ford were 
outspoken in criticism of the 
original standards last Decem- 
ber. AMC said the regulations 
might force the financially 
frim out of business and Henry 
Ford II, board chairman of Ford, 
said that some oi his production 
lines might have to close if the 
federal government stuck to its 
original standards. 

The companies and automobile 
manufacturers association sent 
mounds of data to Ur. WiUiam 
Haddon, national traffic safety 
administrator, in support of their 
claims that the standards were 
too drastic. They pleaded for 
time to test the proposed safety 
Ideas. 

Haddon said man\ points made 
by the domestic and foreign in- 
dustries were reasonable, well- 
documented and accepted by his 
department. But he said his ex- 
peris did not go along with all 
Industry suggestions. 

Auto critic Ralph Nader, whose 
book "Unsafe at Any Speed." 
set off the safety furor, called 
the standards weak. 

Nader said Haddon had given in 
to the auto industry and that the 
industry had failed to detail its 
objections sufficiently. Earlier, 
Nader had termed the original 
23 proposals the minimum that 
should be required. 

The standards would require 
such safety devices as energy- 
absorbing steering sustems, seat 
belts for all occi]^>ants, improved 
laminated windshields, wind- 
shield defrosters and defogging 
devices, hydraulic brake hoses 
to reduce the likelihood of leak- 
age special door latdies. rup- 
ture-proof fitel tanks and impact 
protection for occupants of the 
car.

1 his myth oreaker c omes from Henry B. King, president of the 
US Brewers Association, whose group — 650 strong—ls meeting itere 

for its annual c invention. 

"The term 'beer belly' is a misnomer," King said Tuesday. 

'There are about 105 calories in a 12-ounce b. ttle if beer, less 
cal rles than in a highball." 

King insists a "bloated belly is the result 'f Improper exercise, 
bad posture, pvi..r eatii-.g habits, over-eating o- ill health." 

"Beer Is a food and like any other fond product it can be consumed 
out L)f bounds of moderation. It thereby can C'.ntribute to obesity, 
bu: beer Is cenainly not the cause of stomach protuberance, and 
co.isumed in tateUJgent. modlerate quamfttes It Is a boon to health." 
he adds. 

Almost all adult Americans drink an occasional beer but 65 
million, or roughly 50 per cent of the adult population, regularly par- 
take. 

PhiUp C. Kat/, research dlrect.jr if the USB A. says the average 
consumer a ii. r n, about 30 and of middle-class Income. 
"However," he said, "we find beer drinkers to all segmems of 

adult society."

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Fair Election 

The implimentation of voting machines for this 
year's major Student Government election goes a 
long way toward insuring fairness and honesty. 

More often in the past than most people are aware 
of, or even suspect, the outcome of an election has 
been determined long before students went to the 
polls. 

A crooked Commissioner of Elections or one who 
sold out to the highest bidder is always able to stuff 
the ballot boxes or somehow throw the election with 
little dimculty. 

This year, as well as past years, rumors are 
common about fixed elections. Sometimes the rumors 
are true, at least in part. Because the person who 
fixes an election is able to cover any evidence against 
him, it is difficult, if not impossible, to prove 
such a charge. 

^ile voting machines still are not as reliable as 

a truly honest elections commission, they make 
cheating more impractical. 

Another advantage of voting machines mi^t be a 
higher turnout. With 25 machines there could be 
over 6,000 students voting this year. » 

We commend Larry Gonzalez and Elections Com- 
missioner David Giordano for their successful 
efforts. It seems sure, beyond any reasonable doubt, 
that this year's election will be the best in FSU 
history. 

Approve TKE 

Last week we encouraged the Faculty Committee 
on Fraternities to approve a cliarter for a Tau 
Kappa Epsilon chapter at Florida State. 

We pointed out that TKK has far surpassed the 
requirements and obstacles placed before it by the 
Committee. 

We also pointed out that TKE shows promise of 
filling the role of a truly good fraternity. 

Still nothing has been done by the Faculty Committee 
on Fraternities. 

The members of TKE had been told that the 
Committee would consider their request for a 
charter at its next meeting which was scheduled 
for yesterday.

By WALTER R. MEARS 
and SPENCER DAVIS 
WASHINGTCW (AP)-Dlplomat- 
historian Edwin O. Reischauer 
says Ho Chi Minh could have 
led all Vietnam without menacing 
US interests if US policy errors 
had not locked this country in 
a Vietnam war. 

The war should have been 
avoided, said the former US am- 
bassador to Japan, but the United 
States cannot now quit because 
it is in a narrow passage "and 
can't walk backwards." 

Reischauer, now a State De- 
partment adviser and Harvard 
University historian, cited in an 
interview what he called three 
major policy errors of the past 
two decades which led to the 
present Vietnam situation: 

-"We just stumbled sort of bit 
by bit into supporting French 
colonialism" beginning in 1945. 

-The UnitedStates s:epped"into 
the unsoimd situation the French 
left behind them" after their 
defeat by the Viet Minh at Dien 
Bien Phu in 1954. 

-The United States increased its 
troop commitment in 1961 from 
800 advisers to 17,000. "This 
increased the stakes. It would 
have been a lot less damaging 
if we had taken our losses and 
pulled out then." 
Reisdiauer said there were 
other mistakes too-dedsions 
which at the time they were 
made seemed relatl\vJy unim- 
portant. 

-"I can't give you a year-by- 
year or a step-by- step anahsis." 
he said. 

Reischauer's recommendation: 
A prudent de-escalatlon of the 
war, perhaps with a halt in US 
bombir.iT I Ncrth Vietnam. If 
the combat can be eased, he said, 
the war ma\ gradualh dwindle 
without formal peace nego- 
tlations-a prospea he considers 
slim. 

"The countries that are close 
to Vietnam would be tremen- 
dously worried if we were to pull 
out," Reischauer said. "Getting 
out is not as easy as getting In." 



ernment headed b> Ho Chi Minh, 
now president of North V ietnam, 
probably would have taken an 
independent course similar to 
that of Yugoslavia in Europe 
though periiaps more extreme, 
he said. 

In any event, he suggested, such 
a government would not today 
be an enem.y of the UnitedStates. 

"It wouldn't have been a seri- 
ous menace to us to have had 
Ho Chi Minh there for the past 
20 years," Reischauer said. Pac- 
ing as he talked following a day- 
long session before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 



Tuesday, Reischauer expanded on 
his list of mistakes that marked 
American policy. 

When France sought In 1945 to 
reassert her control over what 
was then Indochina, he said, 
"man\ of us felt that we should 
not back the revival of Fraich 
colonialism in Asia." 

Reischauer said the late Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt held 
that opinion. "We allowed our- 
selves tf) stumble into a course 
of support," Reichauer said. 

"Step b\ step we became the 
major supplier ■ : l-rench 
colonial war in \ inir.^:-: ." Reis- 
chauer said. It was a war a- 
galnst Ho Chi Minh and his Viet 
Minh anny in what is now North 
Vietnam. 

Reisdiauer said that in suppor- 
ting the French, American 
policymakers ai^arently were 
guided by the intact of the de- 
cision In Europe, not by the fu- 
ture of Asia. 



No 'Moonlighting;' Policy

TALLAHASSEE (AP)-Secretary 
of Sute Tom Adams says that 
If Gov. Claude Kirk bope» to 
bar all state employees from any 
outside employment he may be 
"digging a mighty deep hole." 
Adams was the target of com- 
ments by Kirk Tuesday at the 
State Cabinet meeting in which 
the Republican governor Indicat- 
ed he would frown on "moonlight- 
ing" activities by state employ- 
ees. 

The comment, apparently stem- 
ming from outside legal work 
of four of Adams' staff workers, 
touched ott a KIiic-Adams repar- 
tee. 

"In this admlnistratl m, people 
have to make a choice. As far 
as I'm concerned we've seen in 
Washington that while everyone 
Starts out in good faith, y u end 
up with a Bobby Baker," Kirk 
said. 

"A man must make a decisl 'n: 
whether he wants tu w irk f r 
the state jr not. I feel a man 
can keep up his expertise w rk- 
Ing for the sta;e." Kirk s:ud. 

It was learned that Kirk's ; 
ments came after the WeM I'alm 
Beach Post published a photo- 
graph showing the names <{ sec- 
retary i^f state err.pl ,yefS n 
list at a lawyer's ffke. hxecu- 
tlve Editor Robert Preston of 
the West Falm Beach Post and 
Tiroes said the pictures arrived 



in the office by mail and the 
envelope simply bore tbeiMmes 
of the governor's office. 
Adams told The Associated 
Press that Kirk's aides took the 
picture after Kirk queried him 
about outside activities during a 
recent budget commission hear- 
ing. 

Adams said during the Cabinet 
meeting that all four «nployees 
involved had written permission 
to do outside legal work and that 
the wo lie In no way conflicted with 
state interests.

New Era, 
Vatican-SU 

VATICAN cn Y (AP)-The Vati- 
can and the Soviet Union are 
believed preparing secret talks 
that could lead t a new era In 
the Roman Catholic Church's re- 
lations with the Communists. 

Vatican circles consider that 
meetings on a "technical level" 
are one of the most likely de- 
velopments from Pope Paul VI 's 
meeting Monday with Soviet Pre- 
sident Nikolai Podgomy, the 
highest ranking Communist ever 
received by a Pope. 

These circles emphasized thai 
developments were still at an 
early stage and that any nego- 
tiations that resulted would be 
protracted. But they said the 
Vatican and the Russians seem- 
ed to be moving toward an agree- 
ment setting up some kind oi 
reciprocal d4>lonuuic repnsea- 
tatlon short ai an excbanse at 
ambassadors. 

The Vatican signed a slmUar 
agreement with Communist Yu-

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Strozier Library Fills a 
Gap in Source Material 



FSJJ*s Strozier Library has 
filled a long-existing gap in 
source material on the Re- 
construction era in Florida by 
obtaining microfilm of the Tal- 
lahassee newspaper.

The film 
filling die gap was obtained from 
the P. K. Yonge Library at die 
University of Florida. 
One of Che first issues of the 
semi-weekly Floridian in the 
newly obtained Reconstruction 
period files, diat for Oct. 27, 
1865, carried the first pro- 
ceedings of a constitutional con- 
vention called together by the 
provisional govmmor, William 
Marvin.

NEW YORK (AP)-Mickey Mant- 
le will give first base a whirl 
at $100,000 3 year in a des- 
perate attempt to revive the for- 
tunes )f 'he New York Yankees. 

This probably will be the last 
go-round for Mickey who is 35 
and soon will be starting his 
17th year as a Yankee. Unless 
the switch brings new life to 
Mickey's battered legs and knees, 
he probably wfll hang tt up rfter 
the season. 

Mantle w -uld like to hit 500 
home runs he has 496. He would 
like to play more games than any 
Yankee—he has 51 to go to reach 
Lou Gehrig's mark of 2,164. He 
also would like to play in another 
World Series, a happening that 
would call for a dramatic last- 
to-first flip-flop by the Yanks. 

Mantle shewed up at Yankee 
Stadium Tuesday with Manager 
Ralph Houk to sign his fifth con- 
secutive $100,000 contract. He 
admitted this probably would be 
his last. 

"If I should have a real good 
year and we do good, I think 
movii% to first base could add 



to my career," he said, "I'll 
Just have to wait and see how ii 
turns out before we talk ab ut 
the future." 

Mickey never has played first 
base, although he has a passing 
acquaintance with ground balls 
from his early days as a shon- 
stop. He expects to go down to 
camp at Fon Lauderdale, Fia., 
about Feb. 15 to get ready for 



the big switch.

According to Tallahassee Democrat columnist Bill 
McGrotha, FSU spectator reaction against the home 
team led to our own downfall against Georgia Tech 
last week. In a conversation with the visiting coach, 
McGrotha reported the coach as saying. "I was 
down there amongthem.and I heard what ttey (the 
Seminole fans) were hollering. I think it got to 
FSU's players." 
The coach continued, "Tully Gym is pretty small 
and the fans are seated so close to the action. What 
the fans holler has to reach the ears of the players." 
What the Tribe players probably heard was something 
like, "Shoot the ball, stop stalling" or "Can't you 
guys play basketball?" 

Now, we know it is eminently healthy to release 
one's venom and hostility in public gatherings, but 
the object of our howling should not be the school 
basketball team. Such emotional catharsis is per- 
fectly OK in large sports areanas where the gla- 
diators cannot hear you anyway, but not in Tully Gym. 

This basketball team is not shuffling because it 
so dearlv loves the svstem that any other behavior 
is anathema. The Tribe cagers have been trainee 
only one way primarily — to play a deliberate, per- 
centage-type strategy. Next year, the strategy will 
shift to that of run-and-shoot and we suppose the 

fans will breathe a collective sigh of relief.

The SEC ruling which now allows freshman athletes 
to compete on varsity teams has created a dilemma 
for FSU coaches. While FSU is permitted to play its 
frosh also, doing so would currently disqualify the 
freshman from any NCAA tournaments as a senior. 

Baseball is the only spring sport which is likely 
to be concerned about NCAA post-season play. The 
loss of a key shortstop or catcher during his senior 
year tournament would handicap a Seminole team 
effort. 

However, the loss ofasii^le swimmer or track man 
in NCAA competition would be less critical, since 
his points are scored individually. Furthermore, a 
replacement can be developed more easily for 
Individual sports than for team contests. 

Hence, it seems that all FSU spring sports teams 
except baseball should utilize their freshmen in 
varsity games . Watching top first-year athletes w aste 
away until their sophomore year is a little pain&il 
anyway.

Tliese areas-Shansi and Kwei- 
chow are the other provinces- 
have less than 60 million of 
China's more than 700 million 
people.

Equal? 



B(Mird of Begents Chancellor J. Broward Culpepper 

has recently prepared a budget which, if approved, 
will mean that the president of Florida State and the 
University of Florida and the chancellor himself 
will be making more money each jrear than tlie 

governor of Florida. 

According to the proposed budget, Culpepper would 
receive $36,750 a year; J. Wi^eReltz, the president 
of U of F, would get $32,000; and our own president 
would be granted $30,000. 

Hils is a very interesting proposal for a university 
system which appears to be terribly poverty stricken 
when it relates to the salaries of its personnel 
especially those employees at the bottom of the pay 
scale such as maids, janitors and dormitory switch- 
board operators. It was recently discovered that 
many of these non-student employees were making 
as low as $.77 an hour, a salary far under the so- 
called minimum wstge set by the federal govermnent. 

Is the university system of the State of Florida 
running a feudal state in which those individuals 
who are in power can continue to grant themselves 
"boons" of riches and ignore the sufferii^ of those 
bonded to their service? 

The lowest maid and janitor is the responsibility 
of the highest official in the system. Therefore, the 
chancellor and the presidents should worry first 
about those employees who suffer under the burden 
of too little pay before they give themselves such 
an increase. 

More importantly, we ask our own president. 
Dr. John E. Champion, how can he, with any thread 
of self-respect, accept such a raise request, fully 
knowing how others under his Jurisdiction are in 
much greater need. 

We are looking at all the individuals concerned 
in the issue. We are wondering if all men really 

were created equal, at least here on a university 
campus, where idealistic dreams of democracy and 
equality are supposed to be at their highest point.

A special election will be held on Feb. 14, and 
one of the major issues to be voted upon in that 
election is the Student Bill of Rights. 

This consitutional amendment has one very im- 
portant purpose—to protect the rights of every 
student who attends this University. 

For the election to be valid, 25 per cent of the 
student body must vote in the election, or the bill 
will neither pass nor fail. It will just continue to 
remain in a state of limbo. 

If you cherish your rights and liberties, get out 
and vote for them. If it isn't worth the effort, than 
you don't deserve the rights.

One of the nation's leading pol- 
itical scientists told a gatberlng 
of Florida lawmakers recently 
that the unicameral legislature 
offers the best solution to the 
reapportionment problems facing 
legislatures across the country. 
Speaking bef ire the Conference 
for Legislators in session on 
campus, James K. Pollock of 
the University of Michigan said 
the apportionment ruling of the 
US Supreme Coun based on a 
one-man-one-vote concept has 
removed one of the historical 
Justifications for bicameral state 
legislatures. 

Pollock conceded tliat such a 
revtmpbig of the traditional bi- 
cameral systrni Is difficult for 
legislators is well as ttm pub- 
lic to accept. "But our present 
problems requite proper ans- 
wer and 1 believe that a sitigte 
bouse legislature, especially in 
the light of the apponlonment 
decisions, would more adequately 
meet our present day needs," 
he told members of the Florida 
Legislature at the hn—t IBMC> 
Ing In the Union. 

Florida Legislators had sche- 
duled a three-day conference to 
probe the state's problems In the 
fields of education, taxation and 
finance, roads and highways, and 
fsublic health and welfare. Spon- 
sored by the League of Women 
V ters Education Fund and 
Fl nda St«e. the purpose of the 
conference was to produce the 
"best Informed legislature In the 
history of Florida,' legislative 
leaders said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP)-Man has 
a distinctive body odor and taste, 
an anthropologist says, and that 
has been the secret of his suc- 
cess at survival. 

Man stayed alive for millions 
of years, while odier animals 
fell prey to hungry carnivores 
because, says Dr. Louis S. B. 
Leakey, a noted anthropolc^ist 
and paleontologist, man's smell 
and taste literally turns the 
stomachs of predatory animals. 

"Nature endowed us, like the 
shrews, wfdi someddng of either 
a nasty taste or smdl." he 
said in a speech Wednesday at 
the Academy of Natural Scien- 
ces. 

While this -"ofc^yc 



tem became "obsolete" about 
two million years ago when pri- 
mitive man learned how to use 
weapons. It kept him alive while 
his cousins died for at least 19 
million years before then, Lea- 
key said. 

Leakey said he came to this 
conclusion by observing (AiSB- 
panzees and bat>oons. 

He said leopards and other pre- 
datory cats steal baboon babies 
"nearly every night, "while lea v- 
ii^ tlie dilmps — man's distant 
cousins— elone. 

"Man la not cat food. The chimps 
aren't cat food either," Leakey 
said.

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Europe is Negotiating 
While U.S. is in Far East 



EDITOR'S NOTE-What is going 
on in Europe today while the 
United States concentrates lar- 
gely on the Far East?

TTie NATO 
is talking about reducing its ar- 
mies. East and West European 
countries are signing one agree- 
ment after another. 
These are symptoms of a sig- 
nificant change of climate- a let- 
\xp In the long freeze. Some 
optimists believe it may lead to 
a lengthy period of peace in E u- 
rope. Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
says 20 years of cold war are 
coming to an end. 
British and German leaders 
sf^ar to think he may be right, 
lliiey see many signs of a new 
detente, or relaxation of tensions, 
but they still are cautious. 
TTiey see a lot of "bridge- 
building" going on between East 
and West, but look for further 
proof that the Iron Curtain is 
coming down and that the Com- 
munists are not secretly plan- 
ning to race over the new bridges 
and swamp the West. 
Ten years ago there was stark 
hostility. The Soviet Union had 
just sui^ressed the Hungarian 
and Polish revolts. De-Staliniza- 
tion had hardly begun. London 
lay under Niklta S. Khrushchev's 
threat of nuclear-missile attack 
because of the British-French 
"aggressive war in Egypt" over 
Suez. Guns bristled around the 
world. 

Many Europeans now believe 
Khrushchev, in his blustering 
way, soon sensed that a new 
generation of Russians and hast 
Europeans wanted to avoid war, 
relax and develop their own in- 
terests. 



Then the Soviet Union's re- 
lations with China began to de- 
teriorate rapidly. Peking began 
to challenge Soviet leadership of 
the world Communist movement. 

Looking back, European politi- 
cal analysts see this as the start 
"peaceful coexistence" with the 
West. The USSR's East European 
satellites became increasingly 
restive and anxious to trade. 

Khrustichev's saber-rattling in 
iierlir: in 1%I, after the'Vall of 
Sha-r.e." was the last riMjor 
crisis between l:ast and West in 
Europe. 

Since then the flames of an- 
tagonism and the fear of Red 
attack have diminished. For sev- 
eral years there has been stead\ 
movement toward more and more 
economic, cultural, scientific and 
social exchanges. 

The contacts have gathered mo- 
mentum in [he last four months. 

"Unless everything they have 
been doing in the last three 
months is the practical joke i f the 
century, his successors ;> v! a\e 



come to the same conclusion," 
said the Economist. "The Rus- 
sians have asked themselves 
where they are and whither they 
are tending, and their answer, 
under their breath, but distina 
enough, is Westward ho." 

Britain's Harold Wilson is being 
urged by public commentators 
in London to try to pin down 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin this 
week on where the Russians are 
headed and whether they really 
want to press a detente in Europe.

WASHINCTTON {AP)-The John- 
son administration is priming 
K>me Southern governors and 
senators to run as presidential 
favorite sons in an effort to muf- 
fle the voice of Alabama's George

This effort represents general 
recognition among administra- 
tion tacticians that there cur- 
rently is such strong anti-John- 
son sentiment in the South that 
the former Alabama governor's 
supporters might be able to in- 
filtrate democratic party dele- 
gations in states other than his 
own. 

ITius far there have been no firm 
commitments but the administra- 
tion hopes that Gov. John J. Mc- 
Keithen of Louisiana, amo ng 
others, may assay a favorite-son 
role. 

Some surveys indicate Louisi- 
ana may be ripe for pluckir;; by 
Wallace as a third-pany car.di- 
date for the presider.c\ ir. the 
general election. He could pose 
a challenge also to control of 
the convention delegation.

The comparable estimate for 
1965, when Soviet aid skyrocket- 
ed with the start of I'S air at- 
tacks on North \ ietnam, is $200 
million to $225 million. 

A prospective further decline in 
the value of Soviet military as- 
sistance to North Vietnam in 
1967 stems from the nature of 
the aid' Moscow's deliveries have 
included a combination of ex- 
pensive stirface-to-airSAM mis- 
siles, antiaircraft guns, radar 
gear and jet fighters. This air 
defense system is now pretty well 
set up. 

Unless the Kremlin decides to 
introduce a major new weapons 
line in North Vietnam, it can 
limit further deliveries to re- 
placements. 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamarn, for instance, figures 
that Hanoi has about 20 of the 
newer- model MIG21s and he 
doubts reports of a further 100 
MIGs arriving firom the Soviet 
Union. 

Replacements of the SAM mis- 
siles is another item. The Rus- 
sians are known to have supplied 
some 20 to 25 SAM battalions, 
six launchers per battalion, four 
missiles per launcher. That adds 
up to roughly 600 SAM rockets, 
plus reserves. 

The count of SA.Ms fired at I'S 
planes so far is now about 1 .000. 
While sending in more SAMs, 
however, the Kremlin pre- 
sumably has less replacement 
cost for the complicated radar 
warning, tracking, control and 
guidance network now installed 
on the ground. 

The number of Soviet military 
technicians in North V ietnam is 
estimated to have declined from 
around 3,000 in 1965 to perhaps 
800 lo 1,500 now. The technicians 
have been engaged mainly in 
installing and training activities. 

Along with Some 190 aircraft 
of various t\pes, the Russians 
have supplied Hanoi with thou-

"It is clear that the current 
Composition of the government 
exacerbates religious and politi- 
cal differences," Symington said 
in a written report to the chair- 
men of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices and Foreign Relations com - 
mittees. 

Symington is the only senator 
who sits on both these commit- 
tees. 

Symington, a former secretary 
of the .Mr Force, said he "re- 
turned from this trip even more 
convinced that there is too much 
detailed instruction incident to 
the tactical conduct of this war 
sent out by civilians in Washing- 
ton." 

The military should be subject 
to civilian control, he said, but 
this -Should :,o: involve "detailed 
day-to-day tactical instruc- 
tions." 

As he did a year ago after a 
similar inspection trip, Syming- 
ton criticized the failure to use 
US air power against such tar- 
gets as docks, elearic power 
plants and petroleum stores in 
North Vietnam.

A newly created Federal statute requires that 
all working individuals be payed a minimum wage 
of $1 an hour for a 44 hour week. The law, accord- 
ing to the Coi^ess of the United States, applies 
to all employees, including those of the State of 
Florida and of Florida State University, but the 
State seems to think otherwise. 

This State is presently attempting to test the 
constitutionality of this law as it relates to public 
universities, schools, hospitals and other institu- 
tions. The question, undoubtly, will not be officially 
answered until it reaches the Supreme Court, as 
several states already have similar actions before 
the courts. 

The problem, if reduced to its simplest terms, 

is that the Federal government — an organization 
which, according to its constitution, is a govern- 
ment "of the people, for the people, (and operated) 
\sy the people," — has set a standard of minimum 
decency for paying a working individual. 

The State of Florida — also according to its con- 
stitution is a government "of the people, for the 
people, (operated) by the p( ()[)h-" — believes that it 
should not be forced to pay the minimum wage 
to its employees. 

We challenge this idea very strongly. Are the 
people employed by the State not < final with those 
employed by private industry? Are these employees 
only slaves chained to an omnipresent fascist state 
which can oppress the rights of the common man 
simply because it is the State? Can the State tor.-f 
individuals to work at a below standard wage just 
because these individuals are not a part of the 
cream of societv? Are people such as student 
assistants, negro maids and janitors, and other per- 
sons employed at these lesser jobs, not worthy ol 
a decent wage? 
These are the questions we are asking. 
The minimum wage itself was passed by the highest 
legislative body in this country for the workers of 
this nation. Just because the law pinches a bit of 
the State's pockets to pay a decent wage, is that 
any reason not to pay it? 

No, it is not. The law is a fair system which 
forces all employers to [)av a wage large enoui^ii 
for a man to exist decently. No employer shoulti 
be allowed exemption from the law, be he private 
or public operated. 

Every employee deserves to be payed according 
to the minimum wage law and not one cent less. If 
the employees of the State of Florida are refused 
these rights, then they are Ijeing oppressed in the 
same manner as the Fascist rulers oppressed the 
people of Germany and Italy 25 years ago. 
Remember, if the rights of any citizen are restrict- 
as would happen if Florida refuses to pay

Sweeping changes in FSU's stu- 
dent judicial system will go on 
the ballot next Tuesday in an 
effort to erase inequditles and 
Injustices widtln the present sys- 
tem. 

Under the much discussed and 
often amended plan, the judicial 
system will undergo a con5)lete 
remodeling, which it Is hoped will 
create more equitable methods 
for dispensing Justice to FSU 
students. 

Ihe which is the work of 
Gene Stearns, chairman of the 
Judicial and Rules Committee, 
is reprinted on page three as 
i! v.!!! appear on the ballot. Also 
y.. ;n the revision was Aron 
lji-y.:\. llunorCourt Chief Justice, 
who worked with Steams to pro- 
duce the bill. 

As passed b\ Student Senate at 
its meeting last Wednesday, the 
bill calls for a heirarchical court 
S) stem and assigns duties to the 
various courts In a new man- 
ner. 

In order for these plans to be 
effected, however, they must be 
approved by a majority of the 
voters casting a ballot and at 
least 25 percent of the student 
h v:\ must vote on the issue be- 
f( rJ It can become a ConStitu- 
t;o.n.il amendment.

FSU students gabied statewide 
attention last month when they 
circulated petitions sapporting 
the BOR budget, and protesting 
proposed buiiiet cuts for Flor- 
ida's state university system. 

Under discussion at tonight's 
meeting will be State Treasurer 
Broward Williams' proposed tui- 
tion hike ftom $100 to $150 
per quarter to "shift tlie bur- 
den ctf the ci^ of education to 
the students who benefltfrom It." 



A similar plan for revision 
was approved by a majority of 
those voting last fall but the 
needed 25 percent of the elec- 
torate did not cast a ballot dur- 
ing that election. 

Under the proposed plan, judi- 
cial powers will be vested in 
an hierarchical court system, 
with the University Appeals Com- 
mittee the final voice of judi- 
cial authority. 

This a^^als committee Is com- 
posed of both student and fac- 
ulty members. 

Honor Court would stiU function 
as the hl^si ranking court com- 
posed entirely of student mem- 
bership and will hear appeals 
from the lower courts. 

Within Honor Court's jurisdic- 
tion would be cases dealing with 
constitutionality, the final inter- 
pretation of the Constitution and 
statutes, the impeachment trails 
of student body officers and vio- 
lations of the Academic Honor 

Code. , 
One of the major changes in 
the new system would be the 
delegation of added responsibil- 
ities to the University Court. 
The bill also features provisions 
that will guarantee due proce- 
dural rights to students charged 
with offenses. 

Folic Gives 
Proposals 

Blasting what he termed the 
"inability of officials of Student 
Government to see beyond one 
phase of student srarvices," Ac- 
Uon Chairman Henry Pollc re- 
leased Action proposals for stu- 
dent services yesterday. 

He expressed concern that the 
present Student Government has 
failed to recognize and alleviate 
"the more praising problems 
faced by &e swdents on wir cam- 
pus." 

"Undoubtedly many of the pro- 
grams instituted by Student Gov- 
ernment in the past are very 
worthwhile and should be con- 
tinued," said Polic. "However, 
no one who is aware of the pro- 
blems facing our University to- 
day and cognizant of the vast 
potentialities of Student Govern- 
ment to deal with these concerns 
can campaign exclusivdy on stu- 
dent services." 

Polic indicated, however, that 
Action was not neglecting the 
ar«as of student services. 

"Our philosophy in planning for 
smdent services and in proposing 
budgets is to first concern our- 
selves with those activities that 
effect the entire campus. 

Polic said that Action's first 
concern would be to aid the 
Fine Arts, the University Union, 
FLAMBEAU and other programs 
of total commimlty interest. 

He alsoannouncedplansforpro- 
posed cut-rate automobile in- 
surance for all university per- 
soimel, faculty and staff. "It 
has been accomplished at other 
major imiversities and we see 
no reason why it cannot be ac- 
complished here," Polic added.

Board of Regents Closes 
A and M Student Hospital 



'Impact Program' to 
Promote Florida 



TAMPA (.^P)-The Florida A an(M 
M University Hospital died an 
official death today when the 
Board of Regents voted to cut 
off all funds to the hospital ef- 
fective June 30 and make it a 
classroom building. 

A and M President George Gore 
said he concurred in the recom- 
mendation of the Regents Cur- 
riculum Committee, which said 
the hospital no longer served its 
original purpose of educating 

nurses and providing rTiedicjl 
care. 

The Cabinet Budget ConirTiis- 
sion already has indicated a de- 
sire to close the hospital and it 
is expected w routinely approve 
the Regents' ac.'ion. 

"At the present tii'ie the hos- 
pital is pri:-iaril\ being operated 
as a general coniniunily contrac- 
ting with the university for stu- 
dent health services. The hos- 
pital, due to its limited si/e. is 
unable to provide adequate hos- 
pital experiences for . ..nursing 
students and the university finds 
it necessary lo make arrange- 
ments with other hospitals in :ho 
state," said the report of the 
Curriculum Comtnittee. 

rhe regents igreed howe\?r^ 
that the hospiijl cnulr be rentec 
jy the city of T.Uljh.issee for jn 
indefinite period if the city fol- 
lows through or, an expressed 
desire to do this. 

ITie city, in hearitig i.efore the 
Cabinet on budgets, said it ivas 
interested in leasing the hospital 
facilities because of over- 
crowdinj ..t Tallahassee Mer' o- 
rial Hospit.d. 

The regents s.iid they would !'ud 
get no money for the ho ; .:.,: 
in the l%7-69 fiscal period ai:d 
wanted to phase it out at the 
earliest possible date. 
The regents deferrei: ,ctio:: ,i; 
the curriculum co;i r intee'r 
recommendation that a new <:tud\ 
of the "role and scope" of tiie 
university system be made to 
update a current master plan.

Tax Bill, 

Loopholes 

WASHINGTON (A P). President 
Johnson's administration will 
foll.jw its Income tax -raising bill 
with legislati.n tu cL.se loop- 
holes in the tax system. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry H. 
Fowler said today. 

But Fowler told the Senate- 
House Economic Committee the 
administration wants Congress 
to act first, and separately, on 
the proposal to impose a 6 per 
cent surcharge on income taxes, 
effective July 1, 

"Experience has shown," he 
said, 'That loophole plugging 
will be a long and difficult pro- 
cess," 

Fowler spoke of the loophole- 
Pl««glng effons, which were 
mentioned only generally ,',nd 
briefly in Johnson's economic 
report, after committee mem - 
bers* questions gave addltion?l 
evidence of doubts among some 
Democrats of the wisdom of a 
general tax increase. 

Rep, Henry S. Reuss, D.-Wls., 
said he thinks the tax increase 
Is likely "to increase unemploy- 
ment, especially of Negroes and 
teen-^ers." He said there Is "a 
peifeaiy possible way to in- 
crease revenuesf

We often get very irate when trying to give fair 
coverage to all campus news .especially politics, and 
then we come under strong criticism for being par- pbe're lately, 
tial. At times the criticism is a little justified due 
to human failings and occasionally inexperienced 
writing. 

We resent this sort of criticism because we make 
a sincere effort to be fair, and we believe that we 
have been much more inq)artial than the FLAMBEAU 

of the past. 

Last weekend in Washii^on, D. C, we were shocked 

at the biased coverage of the Student Editor's 
Conference by the national television networks. It 
made us realize how the press can bend the minds 
of the public. This is even more true of TV, because 
most Americans are too lazy to read newspapers 
in detail. 

The incident we refer to is the coverage of a panel 

discussion which made President Johnson's Vietnam 
policy seem absolutely absurd. The TV networks 
presented only the discussion which was favorable 

to LBJ. 

The New York Times and The Washington Post 
both had accurate stories on the discussion, but 
these stories could not reach as wide an audience 
as XBC-TV and CBS-TV. 

It was unfortunate, but it strengtliened our deter- 
mination to be as fair as possible to all sides no 
matter what our personal feelings may be.

Despite these, he said, "there 
are ways ..f molding and planning 
a public relations pr.>gram. The 
tools at our disp sal are more 
blunt than those used by an en- 
gineer or acc untant but the pub- 
lic relations person is used to 
dealing with abstractions and 
subtlety." 
Harris said the first step In 
planning public relations Is to 
set priorities "not without re- 
gard to the kind of company one 
works for but with considerable 
exercise of public relations Jud- 
gment." 
The speaker said an attempt 
sb uld be made t. . define the 
c ri.pp.ny'? qualities that- make 
it different from other com- 
panies— "to depict its special 
character in quick, short bold 
str kes. Our approach has been 
to put together a list of five or 
six impressions wlilch we believe 
characterize the company faith- 
fully and as we would like to ha-ve 
it known," he explained, 
'These are rather one-dlmen- 
sional, so that clustered about 
each are a number of related 
impressions." he tuld the group. 

"We try to keep these impres- 
sions before us at all times and 
to reflect ne or more of them 
In everything we turn out. We 
believe ttiis is a way of planning 
our communlcati'jns— et least 
disciplining them so they don't 
go all .'ver the lot. 

"No matter how neatly the 
department may anticipate com- 
ing events and schedule its own 
W'irk accordingly," he warned the 
gathering, "When the fire alarm 
Is turned In, the bell is always 
he rrd m the public relations of- 
fice. .N'. matter that we repon 
t'. one boss; as a service de- 
partment we're properly at the 
beck and call of anyone -with a 
pr. 'blem "

The annual Public Relations 
Conference at Florida State at- 
tracted public relations practi- 
tioners from the region for a 
two-diy meeting wtiich ended 
Friday. Tliecoiiffreiice consisted 
of speeches, panel discussions 
and question and answer ses- 
sions, covering a wide range of 
problems In pMIc relations. 

]n the keynote address at the 
Sciiool of Business Thursday 
morning, iCalman B. Druck, pre- 
sident of Harshe-Rotman and 
Druck Inc. of New York City, 
said a chronic shonage of public 
relations profession^ is facing 
the nation. 

"New demands are accottuating 
the chronic shonage of public 
relations professi nals. The de- 
mand for bmad management ex- 
perience and executive capabil- 
ities among public relations pra- 
ctitioners grows daily," he said. 
Druck p. 'inted out that managers 
f c.rpo rations, government 
agencies, educational and rell- 
giiius institutions face m.iuntlng 
problems of finding and identi- 
fying professional public re- 
lations practitioners. Adding to 
the problem is the rapid profes- 
sionallzation of corporate man- 
agement.

Peddlers, Barkers Obsolete 



TTic huckster public relations 
man is vanlshingfrom the Ameri- 
can scene and Is being replaced 
by the "thoughful counsel r" in 
the executive suite, 3 speaker told 
a luncheon n ee l.:, f the Con- 
ference of I'uiiic Relatl ns Fri- 
day. 

Carlton E. Spiizer, director oif 
public information f .r theUSDe- 
panment of Health, Educatl' nand 
Welfare, said the promoters, 
barkers, space grabbers and ped- 
dlers belong t. the rful 
past" of public relatl^ ns and are 
a diminishing breed. "The real 
business of public relatl ns has 
passed them ;:y, made -nel:- n.ei- 
hods obsolete and generated rii re 
smiles than c ncem f r their 
operations. Their tin.e has g .ne. 
Their old atnrudes and old met- 
hods can't c pe with today's pro- 
blems and today's needs," he told 
the Conference. 

The modem public relations 
practitioner is n-t a messenger 
boy for a business executive but 
an hon red member of the execu- 
tive suite itself. "Today more 
and m ,re public relations ffi- 
cials are deeply involved in the 
total affairs of the enterprise: 
they ;.re an integral pan of oper- 
ations, not simply communica- 
tors," he said. 

The modem public relations 
man is a member ,f top manage- 
ment and is sought out by his 
fell w managers for "thoughtful 
analysis to prevent fires rather 
than for rush help to put them 
out," 

Spltzer said the job of a pub- 
lic relations man is to moder- 
ate between opposing forces and 
to be an objective counselor. 
"I see our basic Job-Hvhether we 
be In Industry, government or an 
assoclatlon—as one of balancing 
divergent forces in the common 
Interest; of being objective ad- 
vocates of our cause but never 
losing our Identity as tte voice 
of public interest, whatever < u- 
particular platform may be " 
he said. 



Despite the advances made by 
public relations practit! ners, 
Spiizer said that many still greet 
the name public relatl' ns with a 
"raised eyebrow, curled Up r 
c ndescendlng stare." 

He said there are t ' many pub- 
lic relati ons profes.-l nals who 
are "ap ilogists" and are "pas- 
sive," "timid," . r "self-^o.ns- 
ci'us" a.oou! their r^ le in soc- 
iety. 

"We have a vital job to do 
for our employers, our clients 
and Mur nation. I'm proud to t>e 
in public relations and the next 
tin e Some uninformed critic 
gi.es y u 'that' 1., k tell him you 
balance divergent forces for the 
common go .d," Spltzer said. 
The annual Public Relations 
Conference at FSU attracted pub- 
lic relations practitioners from 
the region f.ir a two -day meet- 
ing which ended last Firday. 
The conference c onsisted f spe- 
eches, paneldlscussions and que- 
stion and answer sessions Cover- 
ing a wide range of problems in 
public relations. 

In a speech Thursday night Ric- 
hard W. Darrow, president of 
Hill and Knowiton, Inc. f New 
York, said that a climate f 
public understanding is neces- 
sary to business success ana is 
alsw an inescapable resp.jnslbi- 
llty of business. 
Darrow said "the c ri! panics 
that star In the st ok market 
■r in the market place are the 
companies that make news. ! hey 
are also the c rispanies th..tt],ee: 
their public puii n challenges 
and In d ing s get ;he ue ^t 
hearing frwm their empi yees, 
their neighbors, their share- 
holders and even fr rn the 
goveraemin." 

The public relati ns c unsel^.r 
said managers ui American bus- 
iness are well trained technically

"Business management must 



have the ability ■ ; rTiprehend 
the origins, nature and inevita- 
bility of government intrusions in 
business. It must know how and 
when: c operate and Communi- 
cate with g .emment and when 
t'j resist funher Infhience," he 
said. 



The public relations practi- 
tioner, be suggested, is \tm per- 
son to aid Ixislness In this area. 
' The businessman who neglects 
valid criticism r falls to inf rm 
the public and repel unwarranted 
attack merely invites adverse 
public attltides and still more 
government interference," he 
warned the conference.

Wants a Chance as Manager

Prom results at the Divtona Continental this past 
I veekend it looks as though Ford will have to make 
hinees if the Americans are going to hold the 
;n.ber one racing position they've held for the past 

Herihis year. Ferrari challenged Ford openly 
le top spot in racing. 

the first big contest between Ford and Ferrari 
v ir the low-slung Italian- made speedsters put 
^ finish under their belts to take a commanding 
lead'in a quest for the championship which the Ameri- 
cans took from them two vears ago. 
Ferrari held onto its lead for over 20 of the 24 
,0 rs the cars were on the track at famed Daytona 
International Speedway. A Chaparral which had led 
three hours spun out early in the race and was 
unable to continue, leaving the Italians a wide-open 
•ield for the remainder of the contest, 
"pord had entered six of its Markll'sin the 24-hour 
Divtona classic Saturday, but only one of them made 
it to the finish line Sunday and had to settle for a 
lowly seventh place, some 300 miles behind the 

uinners. , . <.u 

Even more humiliating to them is the fact that the 
fourth and fifth places were copped by two little 
German Porches. 

The Fords appeared to be having a lot of trouble 
■.vith their transmissions. In almost epidemic fashion, 
ill six Mark IPs came into the pits, and each had 
to have its transmission replaced twice. 

Vv only Mark II that finished was overheated 
iiier two hours on the track. Toward the end of the 
race, it had to pull into the pit area every two laps. 

By contrast, the factory-entered 1-2 Ferraris never 

made an unscheduled pit stop. 

The first time that the Italians showed they meant 
business this vear was last December, when the 
rr. ran a simulated 24-hour race on the speedway. 
T . V found the mistakes, sent them back to Italy and 
: I reeled them. , , 

The results of their work were apparent Sunday 

.hL H all three top finishers crossed the hne abreast, 
issuing a challenge to the rest of automotive world. 

Ferrari has made one giant step in its eftort lo 
regain the FIA Championship and the International 
Trophies for Grand Touring, and Ford will have to 
mai<e some radical changes unless it wants to lei 
the Italians have all the honors.

Robinson's big year in Cincin- 
nati was 1961 when he won the 
National League's Most Valuable 

Player title. 

In fact, he is the only man to 
be the MVP in both major lea- 
gues, Bui in 19o3 his batting 
average slipped to .259 rose to 
.306 In 1964, then declined to 
.296 in 1965. His popularity dip- 
ped, too. Both are on tlie beam 
now. 



He had an operation on his right 
knee after the 1966 Series, and he 
figures he will be back In top 
physical form by spring, 
"although right now my leg is 
one and a half inches smaller 
in both the calf and the thigh 
because 1 haven't been able to 
exercise on the banquet circuit.

The students of Florida fotmd 
a new champion for their battle 
to prevent an increase in tui- 
tion, as Jerry W, Carter, Flori- 
da Public Service Commission 
fiieniber, issued a statement in 
opposition to such a move. 
The statement, issued jointly by 
Gv iie Steams, chairman of the 
Judicial and Rules Committee of 
• tu FSU Student Senate, said 
"ihe entire population of 
[l.L state is the recipient of the 
i enefiis derived from the higher 
ducational process and accord- 
ingly should willingly bear the 
burden of financing our institu- 
tions of higher learning. 
"We also recogni/e," the state- 
ment continued, "that by placing 
an\ further financial responsi- 
bility upon the shoulders of the 
students it will malce it neces- 
sary for man> potentially able and 
intelligent young men and women 
to forego plans for highereduca- 
tion due to inability to meet hi^ 
tuition requirements." 
If "such a situation was to occur 
it would be a black mark against 
the State of Florida and an error 
for which this state would pay 
dearly in years to come," the 
pair added. 
The entire tuition controversy 
began several weeks ago when

Carter went on to explain that 
he fell the state would be "mak- 
ing a vital mistake" if they in- 
creased the tuition.

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'No Peace Feelers' Found By Kennedy 



WASHINGTON(AP)-Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy says he did not bring 
any Vietnam war peace feelers 
from Europe, but he told 
President Johnson the Frer.ch 
could provide meaningful con- 
tacts with Hanoi. 
Kennedy said after a White 
House conference with Johnsor 
Monday, "I never received the 
impression that I was an\ re- 
cipient of any peace feelers." 
This momentarily quieted, but 
did not entirely erase, a flurry- 
of speculation which grew out ol 
reports in Newsweelc magazine 
that the New York Democrat was 
bringing back at least some 
second-hand information that 
might be helpful in arranging 
peace talks. 

Kennedy told Undersecretary of 
State Nicholas Katzenbach ear- 
lier Monday that French Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle had reit- 
erated to Kennedy his positioi 
that there was little chance foj 
peace unless the United State; 
was willing to announce a sched 



ule ior withdrawal of its troops 
from Vietnam. 
Kennedy repeated this assess- 
ment to Johnson when Katzenbach 
accompanied him to the White 
House. 

The New York senator inter- 
preted this as indicating that De 
Gaulle was not prepared to take 
any practical steps at this time 
to get negotiations going. 

But Kennedy was said to have 
found the lower echelons of the 
French government, where con- 
taa is maintained directly with 
Hanoi envoys, much more flexi- 
ble in their approach to the 
problem. 

Although be would not discuss 
his talk with Johnson, Kennedy 
said in an interview that his 
remarks in Europe that the next 
two or three weeks may be cru- 
cial in the search for peace were 
based on three points: 

- The truce lieginning with the 
Vietnamese lunar New Year Wed- 
nesday and lasting until Sunday 
morning could produce "intensi- 



fied effons tor peace" in several 

quarters. 

- There is belief in European 
capitals that Hanoi's ties with 
Communist China have been 
loosened by the turm.oil in China. 

- There is a "general feeling 
in Europe that North Vietnam is 
not as adamant in its demands" 
as it has been previously. 

He is not yet prepared to do it, 
but Kennedy seemingly is going 
to join some Senate colleagues 
in urging an extension of the 
pause in the bombing of North 
Vietnam that Is scheduled for the 
New Year period. 

At the White House Kennedy 
told reponers he thinks that pos- 
sibly too much emphasis has been 
placed on merely getting nego- 
tiations going for the sake of 
talking and not enough on getting 
Che kind of talks needed to achieve 
a settlement. 

In the last analysis, he said, "We 
will have to depend on his, the 
President's, judgment to find a 
peaceful solution." 



Johnson told a news confer- 
ence last week that there had 
been no "serious effort" on the 
part of Hanoi to confer. Asked if 
there was any change in this 
situation, Katzenbach replied 
"no." 

While Kennedy was conferring 
for two hours with Katzenbach, 
six Democratic "do\es" loos the 
Senate floor to urge an extension 
of the forthcoming bombing 
pause. 

Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore.. 
called for an indefinite halt in 
the bombing to give Secretary- 
General V Thant of the United 
NaUons, Pope Paul VI and other 
world leaders a chance to see if 
negotiations could be started. 

Morse was joined in this plea 
by Sens. Vance Harike, D-Ind.; 
Claiborne Pell. D-R.l.; Joseph 
S. Clark. D-Pa.; George Mc- 
Govem. D-S.D., and Ernest 
Gruening, D-Alaska. 

Clark said US military leaders 
seemed to be clinging to the 
"phantom belief" that "we can 



win a military victory in Vie., 
nam." 

Gruening called it "shockme" 
that IlCOOr^ South \ietnamese 
desertCLi irrr their army last 
year while Americans are beine 
drafted to fieht. ' 

One of Johnson's !• ost vigor- 
ous critics, Sen. J. A.Fulbright 
D-Ark., praised the [^resident's 
domestic and foreign policv

LOMX)N (AP)-No shift in 
the Soviet attitude toward the 
war in Vietnam emerged yester- 
day from the opening of talks 
between Prime Minister Kosyglr 
and Harold Wilson. 
Informants said Wilson and Kos- 
ygin restated their familiar pos- 
itions on the Southeast Asian wa 
at the first private sessions o 
the Soviet premier's week-lon{ 
visit to Britain. 
They talked for three hour. 
Monday in the Cabinet room ai 
No. 10 Downing St. That was an 
hour more than scheduled, but 
thei^ was no hint that this in- 
dicated any progress tjward 
agreements. A spokesman saic 
it meant they were "usef un- 
occupied in their time." 

A news blackout was imposec 
on the discussions, and some 
diplomatic commentat irs tijok 
this as a good sign. However. 
Soviet sources said Kosygin ar- 
rived from Moscow ready to 
press the Communist p(jsition 
that the United States must stop 
bombing North Vietnam before 
any peace talks can stan. 
Wilson, who reponedly had con- 
sulted with President Johnson 
shortly before Kosygin's arrival, 
favors a new and prolonged pause 
in the b .mbing as a method of 
clearing the air for some new 
peace initiative. There was n j 
hint here jf the US attitude. 
Officials refused t . disclose the 
nature of the exchanges between 
Washington and London. 
Kosygin and Wilson scheduled 
18 hours together, which would 
provide ample time to work ^n 
any new initiati.e n Vietnam. 
There was little .ptlmlsm that 
they would agree on one. 
The generally unsmiling Soviet 
premier heard plenty of bo-js 
among the polite cheers and ap- 
plause on his first day in the 
British capital. Groups of 
Ukrainian and Balkan exiles par- 
aded with hostile Danners across 
from his hotel. 

Late Monday night, after an In- 
formal dinner with Wilson, Kosy- 
gin left Downing Street to ar 
outburst of shouting and booing 
from groups of demonstrators 
Ringed by 20 burly London Bob- 
bies, the demonstrators shoutec 
"Hungary!" Kosygin glanced a 
them, paused before climbing Into 
his car, and waved. 
Scotland Yard, which has as- 
signed 150 security men to guard 



Kosygin, said: "So far demon- 
strators have tieen cooperative. 
We hope they'll stay that way.' 
In their negotiations with the 
Russians, the British are placing 
tlieir tiigbest hopes on an expan - 
sion of trade and tectmological 
exchanges.

Signing nations waive any claim 
to sovere%nty in outer space 
and pledge that any astronaut 
or spaceship landing by accident 
on alien soil must be returned 
promptly and safely to tbe home 
country.

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Vietnam Truce Marred 
By Shooting Incidents 



SAIGON. South Vietnam (AP)- 
A US photo reconnaissance plane 
was downed in North Vietnam 
and more than a score of shoot- 
ing incidents were reported in 
South Vietnam following the start 
of the lunar new year truce to- 
day. 

Most of the incidents were 
small, and both sides appeared 
disposed to hold their fire. 

The American reconnaissance 
plane went down at noon, five 
hours after the truce tu k effect, 
and presumably was the victim 
of Communist groundfire. The pi- 
lot bailed out and a US destroyer 
rescued him from the Gulf of 
Tonkin 15 miles north of Dong 
Hoi. 

It was the 472nd US plane re- 
ported lost over North \ ietnam. 

Of 22 incidents reported by the 
US and South \ ietnamese mili- 
tary commands in the first 10 
hours of the truce, eight were 
classified as significant. .Most 
were exchanges of fire by pa- 
trols or sniper fire at helicop- 
ters. 

The US Ck)mmand said the plane 
lost in the north was an un- 
armed RFlOl jet on a photo mis- 
Sin. The United States has sus- 
pended bomiing missions against 
North Vietnam for the four- day 
truce period but is continuing 
reconnaissance patrols. 

On the Communist side, the 
truce was declared only by the 
Viet Cong. Thus North Vietnam 
feels free to fire on planes in- 
truding into its air space. North 
Vietnam does not concede that 
its troops are fighting in the 
south. 

US officials in Saigon refused 
to comment on reports that the 
truce may be prolonged beyond 
the four days annonunced by the 
allies, but a State Department 
spokesman in Washington held 
open such a possibility. 

"We will see what happens," 
said State Department press of- 
ficer Robert J. McCIoske\. 

The Viet .\.A.-FT HAS ULC- 
L.ARED A SEVEN plus DAY 
TRUCE FOR THE NEW YEAR 
CELEBRATION K.NOWN AS Tet. 
Its cease-fire is scheduled to run 
three days beyond the end of the 
allied truce at 7 a.m. Sunday- 
6p.m. EST Saturday. 

A US spokesman in Saigon said 
chat under the truce declaration, 
the allies would not initiate any 
offensive operations. But he said 
because of numerous violations 
of previous truces, the allies as- 
sumed a "full alert posture." 
This entails increased patrol and 
security activity and air and na- 
val reconnaissance, he explained. 

Saigon recounded with the in- 
cessant popping of firecrackers 
as the Vietnamese pr^ared to 
welcome in the "Year of the 
Goat" at midnight. Celebrations 
will continue tuitil the end of the 
week at least.

WASHINGTON (Ai )-l reSKie.u 
Johnson outlined yesterday afar- 
ranging program to aid youths 
and children, including a streng- 
thened Hc'J Stan program and 
increased Suci.ii Security pay- 
i7ients for chiKirer:. 

In a special '-le'^' . 'e ■ Con- 
gress, Johnson saiJ recent stud- 
ies have corfirmed that in edu- 
cation, in healih and in all hu- 
man development, the early years 
are critical. 

"Ignorance, ill health, person- 
ality disorder- these are the dis- 
abilities often contracted in 
childhood: afflictions which 
linger to cripple the man and 
damage the next generation," 
Johnson added. 

Most of Johnson's proposals 
are designed to help children 
disadvantaged by reason or po- 
verty. 

The first item of his program 
calls for strengthening the Head 
Start program. 

He said he will ask for money 
to launch a "follow through" 
program during the first few 
school grades for children in 
areas of acute poverty. 

This is designed to meet criti- 
cism ftom many educators who 
say the present preschool pro- 
gram is too short and benefits 
are soon lost when disadvantaged 
children enter regular schools. 

Johnson also said theHeadStart 
program will be more beneficial 
if extended to earlier years, and 
recommended that die number of 
3-year-old8 taken into it be In- 
creased.

Originally issued from Assoc. 
Dear, of Studnts John Arnold's 

ffice, the directive, dated Jan. 
r, Interpreted the University 
; iicy against solicitation in 
d^rms to cover campa^nlng for 
Student Covemn>«»t offices. 

1;: past elections no such inter- 
pretation has been made and 
candidates distrlijuted literature 
and spoke to residents In the dorm 
r ms. 

I he memo, however, left Indi- 
vidual dormitories with the Jls- 
cretlon to permit campaigning 
In the dorms as iqppcoved by 
each dormitory. 

Another pro\ isi n f the memo- 
randum gave special permission 
for candidates t i conduct meet- 
ings In public areas of the 
d rrr.ltories and for sapce to be 
pr ■.ided for the display of cam- 
paign literature. 

Yesterday In Senate, however, 
this directive came under fire 
and an unwritten resolution in- 
troduced by Sen. Skip Gunn of 
Kelhun Hall was passed. 

The resolution called for Stu- 
dent Body Vice President Joy 
Dickinson to contact Dean of 
Studenu John Caivjr in order to 
discuss the poadMUty of cfaaag- 
iog this ragulatloii.

Special Concern was voiced by 
Gunn over the prohloltlon of an 
active campaigning in men's dor- 
mitories. 

When contacted, resident coun- 
selor for Kellum Hall, Bob Levy 
said that although no solicitation 
was being permitted in the men's 
dormitories to the residents' 
rooms, all candidates have been 
informed that they may use all 
the first floor facilities of the 
men's resident halls for cam- 
paigning. 

Levy indicated that candidates 
could distribute literature In the 
lobbies, hold rallies downstairs 
or organize any other type of 
campaign effort as long as they 
did not go up to the rooms them- 
selves. 

He also explained that residents 
of the halls c uld talk to their 



fellow residents about candidates 
on a one man to one man basis 
If the student's door is open and 
if discretion is used. 
Supporting this ruling. Levy said 
that It came as a result of poor 
campaign practices In past years 
and many complaints from irate 
dorm residents who were dis- 
turbed. 

'This 'decision was not made in 
an effon to cuth or hurt iftudent 
Government in any way, rather 
we are trying to protect the 
residents," he said. 

"Candidates should be creative 
and find new ways of reaching 
the voters without disturbing 
their privacy," he concluded. 

In women's dorms each hall 
makes its own rules this year 
as to what campaign procedures 
will be allowed within the dorm.

Florida's universities contain 

tens of thousands of votes, and 
with the diversified locations of 
their families and friends, we 
reach many many times that 
number of voters all over the 
state," Smith said. 

Lixplaining why such action is 
necessary, Smith said, "This 
crisis in educational msts 
directly confronts the student 
with two dangers. If necessary 
costs are not met, the result 
could be a rapid deteritnatioD of 
academic standards. 
"We cannot even maintain our 
present level, let alone achieve 
higher distinction, unless our 
library receives urgently needed 
funds, unless sufficient funds are 
made available for faculty 
salaries, unless new and ex- 
facllities are added. . .

Ribleoff Proposes 
Tax Relief Bill 



"The value of our four-year 
investment In a degree from FSU 
could deteriorate as rapidly as 
those academic standards.

Studies on canqms indicate that 
19 per cent of FSU students 
would not be aUe to obtain dieir 
education if fees are increased 
slgnificandy, Smidi indicated diat 
students must use their influence 
to preclude a rise in tuition and 
other student costs. 



Earlier in the week Senator 
Abraham Rlbicoff (D-Conn.) pro- 
posed a bill to give tax relief 
to parents and students burdened 
with the cost of a college educa- 
tion. 

The proposal, to be of parti- 
cular benefit to families earning 
less than $10,000 per year, pro- 
vides tax credit up to $325 on 
the first Jl,500 of books, tui- 
tion and sun>lies. 
"Now we must decide If, as a 
nation, we are to treat education 
costs as we do the Interest on 
a home mortgage, flood damage 
or health expenses," Rlbicoff 
stated. He stressed that the pro- 
posal was aimed at the average 
.'American family, to which two- 
thirds of the benefits will report- 
edly go. Forty- six senators from 
both parties have pledged aid to 
Riblcoff.

MIAMI (AP)-Florida has a brand 
new legislative apportionment 
now, created by a federal court 
to end a seven-year legal bat- 
tle- and start a hurried scramble 
for new seats. 

All members of the old Legis- 
lature will have to run if they 
want to be part of the 48-sena- 
tor, 119- representative Legisla- 
ture decreed by the federal court 
Wednesday. 

As many as 500 candidates could 
enter the first primary, which 
probably will be held Feb. 28 
in order to seat a Legi^ature 
by April 4. 

Qualifying may begin as early 
as Monday. Atty. Gen Earl Fair- 
dodi said he would meet 
today widi Secretary of State 
Tom Adams, Gov. Qaude Kirk 
and otiier officials to lion out 
details. 

Some big names in the Legis- 
lature, such as Senate President 

Verle Pope and former House 
Speaker E. C. Rowell, are def- 
initely in trouble under die new 

apportionment. 

But the big question was who 
would gain; TTie resurging Re- 
publicans under the first GOP 
governor In 94 years or the tra- 
ditionally dominant iJemocrats. 

Gov. Claude Kirk, who assailed 
the court's i-uUng, had no doubt. 
"I fell sure that there will be 
additional Republican victories 
in the state Legislature," he said. 

However, he said he did not 
intend to stump for OOP can- 
didates. 

Kirk told a Lincoln Day dinner 
"1 am particularly shocked with 
this coun ruling. . .1 am shocked 
that the federal judiciary so care- 
lessly ignored the people's de- 
cision." 

Kirk said the ruling "cast an 
unnecessar> burden on the peo- 
ple of Florida- a burden of no 
construalve change." 

He asked if the federal gov- 
ernment will pay the estimated 
$2.5 million it will cost. 

"How many classi-ooms will 
this costour children?" he asked. 



"Who'll reimburse the legisla 
tors in their campaigns?"

WASHINGTO.N (AP)-l'resldent 
Johnson asked Congress for $3.1 
billion in new foreign aid funds 
today.

"The programs 1 proposed rep- 
resent the minumum contribution 
to mutual security and interna- 
tional development which we can 
safely make," Johnson said in 
a special message on foreign 
aid for the fiscal year starti^ 
next July 1. 
Last year the President sought 
$3.39 billion but Congress 
chopped off J450 mUllon. The 
program traditionally encounters 
tough going on Capitol HUl. 
In pleading for |2.5 billion for 
economic assistance and (596 
million in new arms aid for some 
70 lands around the world, John- 
son >sttessed, as he has before, 
die need for self-help by aid- 
receiving countries, multination 
develi^mient and aid programs, 
promotion of agriculture, health 
and education abi:t)ad, limiting 
the dollar drain from the aid 
program and efficient adminis- 
tration.

challenge to any unseating move.

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Restrictions 

Wednesday afternocm a FLAMBEAU reporter was 
turned away, at the door, from the Faculty Committee 
on Fraternities after having asked for permission to 
be allowed to sit in on the meeting. 

The Incident began when we learned that the issues 
which were to be discussed included the possible 
colonization of Tau Kappa Epsilon and new action 
on the Chi Phi charter. The issues were, in our 
opinion, very important to the students of Florida 
State and should be reported to them in the student 
newspaper. Therefore, a news reporter was sent 
to ask permission to attend the meeting. 

The reporter arrived at the meeting as the com- 
mittee members were entering the meeting cham- 
ber in the rear of the Dean of Men's suite of offices. 
After a short wait in the reception room he was 
allowed to venture as far as the doorway of the 
chamber, but no farther. There he faced the seated 
members of the committee without having the com- 
mon courtesy of sitting down being extended to him. 

The reporter explained to the members of the 
committee that he wished to be allowed to sit in 
on the meeting as he had learned the purposed 
agenda and it was felt by the FLAMBEAU that 
the issue was of extreme importance to the student 
body. 

Each of the committee members then extended 

questions to the reporter who, answering with the 
utmost respect for the committee, said that he 
only wished to "objectively report the events of 
the meeting to the students of the University." 

After this explanation one member of the group, 
a faculty member of the School of Business, said 
that he didn't feel that FLAMBEAU had "the right 
to horn in on the affairs of this committee." 

The reporter was then asked to leave, so for the 
next hour he sat in the reception room of the suite 
with a delegation from TKE, who although they 
were one of the major issues of the meeting, were 
not asked to be a part of it. The reporter and the 
delegation were informed of the results of the 
meeting after it was over. 
» We do not disagree with the idea of closed meet- 

ings when they concern issues which are of such a 
nature that they should not be released to the public. 

However, we do deadly oppose the idea that the 
students should not be represented in meetirigs 
concerning them directly. 

Why was the TKE delegation not allo\ved to be 
present when the meeting was discussing them di rect- 
ly? Why wasn't the FLAMBEAU reporter allowed to 
be present when the issues discussed concerned 
the students directly? 

These are the questions we ask. We do not want 
to force our reporters into meetings which do not 
relate to students. We do believe, however, that our 
reporters have a right to be present, to represent 
the students, when the issue warrants it. 

If a representative of the students, the FLAM- 
BEAU reporter, is not allowed to be present it 
is an actual restriction on both the freedoms of 
the students and the freedoms of their press.

To the Editor: 

As I read an Information book- 
let penaining tu the student ser- 
vices offered on campus, I read 

all about huw our very own 
laundry and dry cleaners Is de- 
signed and maintained tu give 
students the benefit of "prices 
substantially lower than those 
offered outside the University." 

In another catalugue prospective 
students are informed that 
"prices are substantially Icwer 
than th.ise offered by cumnier- 
clal concerns and the return 
scliedule . n clean clothing is 
goodi' In yet another catalogue, 
this "good return schedule" Is 
explicated. "Generally, three 
days should be allowed for ser- 
vice on laundry and two or three 
days for dry cleaning. This re- 
turn schedule Is as good as that 
offered by commercial concerns. 
One-day service Is available 
an additional 20 per cent service 



chaige." When anyone nas ever 
gotten their cleaning back In two 
days, I couldn't say, but I per- 
sonally have been given four- 
day service. But evengh ing them 
the benefit of the doubt and say- 
ing that two-to-three day service 
prevails on dry cleaning, we 
shall see that it is very slow 
compared to the commercial con- 
cerns. 

I contacted these "outside com- 
mercial concerns" to see if their 
prices were really substantlaUy 
higher and if the service was 
really as slow as the FSU Laun- 
dry and Dry Cleaners. I con- 
tacted every dry cleaning estab- 
lishment which has a telephone 
number listed In the yellow pages 
and found the following to be the 
true state of affairs.

No Objection to HCUA 
'If Nothing to Hide' 



To the Editor: 

In Ray Tindel's letter, published 
Jan. 19, he arrives at the hypot- 
hesis that the American Civil 
Libenie? Union is anxious to 
help anti-war gr ups "hide 
s imething" from the HouseCom- 
mittee n Unamerican Activities. 
T his hypothesis is based upon the 
fact that the .ACLU opposed the 
investigation. This is a plausible 
hypothesis if ne knows vlnually 
nothing about the .ACLL' and also 
either kn ws vinuaily nothing 
about HUAC or, knowing about 
It, cares little about freedom of 
dissent. Let me add an addi- 
tional fact. The ACLU opposed 
investigation of the Ku Klux Klan. 
If one pursues Tindel's line of 
inductive reasoning, this would 
indicate that the ACLU was an- 
xious to help the Ku Klux Klan 
hide thills from the HUAC. 
Anyone knowing anything about 
the Klan and the ACLU knows 
that the aggregate values and 
t>eliefs of these groups is as 
opfKised as that of any two groups 
that one can imagine. 

I he Co: • : ;il f act is that the .ACLU 
IS p; sed ! the investigation of 
ar.y g:"o'J; c<y the HUAC. The 
p si: Ion is that if any person or 
group is engaging iji criminal 
activity the FBI and other law 
enf r i:.g agencies are the proper 
lr.\es:ig iting agencies and the 
C' -urts are the pr-per trial agen- 
cies. The ACLU maintains that 
this is the nly way to maintain 
the c nstiiuiional safeguards of 
due proce^;^ and '.he freedom of 
disc urse and peaceful assembly. 

The HUAC by virtue of Cor.fress- 
ional immunity can ace. -■. ,i .one 
of anything without fear of libel 
suits. Likewise, there are no 
safeguards concerning preju- 
dicial publicity, the accused do 
not have the right of being con- 
fronted by their accusers, 
there is no right of cross ex- 
amination, no right of legal coun 
sel. no requirements of legal 
proof of guUt. etc. 

It is, moreover, almost in- 
credible that a college snident 
would advance the argument that 
if persons or groups have 

•nothing to hide" they wiU not 



object to being Investigated by 
HUAC. Not only does this ignore 
the value positions that no group 
other than legislatively estab- 
lished law enforcement agencies 
has the right to investigate the 
actions f any person or group 
and that no agency has the right 
to investigate the ideology of any 
person or group, but also 
assimies that only those persons 
or groups holding legislatively 
approved ideas and values are of 
a quality that do not need to be 
"hidden," A very similar aigu- 
ment would be that no one could 
object to the investigations or the 
existence of the Florida Senate 
Investigating Committee, the 
Johns Committee, unless they had 
"something to hide" or wanted 
to help others "hide something."

Known variously as the freeze-out, stall, slowdown 
and dribble derby, holding the basketball and refusing 

to shoot is becoming a familiar scene.

But 
the game of stall-ball has been thrust upon basketball 
fans in this year of UCLA, the super-team. 
As FSU cage coach Hugh Durham remarked, "The 
only time a squad freezes the ball is when its 
opposition has superior talent."

In response to the comment that a slow game is 
really no game, Durham said, "Teams that want 
to break the stall can attempt to do so with a full- 
court press." He added, "It is difficult to hold 
the ball for long when you're being double-teamed 
up and down the court." 
It was noted that pro teams have a 24-sec(md limit 
for taking a shot and Durham replied, "Yes, and 
they take a lot of bad shots, besides having 30 
turnovers a game."

There is little doubt that stalling punctures an 
enemy offense and make close contests of what could 
otherwise be runaways. Princeton walloped 
Dartmouth 11-49 earlier this year and then beat 
them 30-16 when faced with a run-and-Mde 
of play. 

However, it is our contention that keep-away 
basketball is harldy a tad better than deflating the 
ball entirely, li teams are permitted to operate 
on court without taking a shot, the game will degen- 
erate into di^ays oi the fine art of passine. and 
dribbling. 

FSU trailed the U of F 10-6 at halftime last 
December and Bud Kaatz announced, "We 
this is a basketball game, not football."

But in most cases 
the fans expect and want frequent shooting, breakneck 
running and nifty playmaking.

15 Per Cent in Sept. 



Students returning to the FSU 
campus next September will find 
a 15 per cent increase in rental 
rates for campus housing In ef- 
fect, with rentals varying ac- 
cording to the length of each 
school term. 

The increase is necessary "In 
order to offset rising costs of 
maintenance and operation, and 
to make continuing renovation 
possible in the older residence 
halls on campus," according to 
Edith McCoUum, director of 
University housing. 
Miss McCollum added that the 
sliding scale will permit the 
University to balance the budget 
during the fall term, the period 
of heaviest occupancy. It will

GAINESVILLE (APHJnlversity 
A Florida coed Pamela Brewer, 
found guUty by a faculty board 
of misconduct for posing in tlie 
nude, insisted Saturday she did 
nothing wrong.

Her nude photograph had 
appeared in an off -campus humor 
magazine. 
Miss Brewer, a sophomore with 
38-25-38 measurements, said: 
"1 felt I had a right to do this. 
I do not feel I've done anything 
to disrupt the academic goals of 
tlie university." 
Asked whether she felt wronged. 
Miss Brewer replied: "Wrong? 
No. Wronged? Yes." 
Her attorney Sellg Goldin, said 
he would wait until advised of the 
penalty before deciding whether 
to appeal to the Board of Regents. 
Goldii« said: "Based on 
evidence, the discipline com- 
mttxee erred. There was no evi- 
dence proAiced by the university 
that she had done Mtyd^ <»- 
proper."

US Resumes Viet Attack 



Vlao's Army Shaken Up 



SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)- 
The Allies pushed out.of a four- 
day cease-fire into 16 militaiy 
operations in Soudi Vietnam on 
Sunday, but the US command 
refused to talk about Ameri- 
can bombing missions over the 
Communist North. 
The Vietnam News Agency re- 
ported that two US planes were 
shot down over the outskirts of 
Haiphong and North Vietnam's 
Nam Ha province during the day. 
It did not describe the type of 
planes and made no mention that 
any bombs had been dropped. Of- 
ficials in Washington had announ- 
ced earlier that reconnaissance 
flights W'luld be maintained over 
the N.irth right thn.ugh the truce. 
The official tight lip gave rise 
to speculation here that Presi- 
dent Johnson had grounded 
American bombers in hope of 
obtaining some significant indi- 
cation that Nonh Vietnam is 
ready to talk peace. 

In Saigon and Washington, hcjw- 
ever, all formal questions about 
the air war over the North 
earned a two-^word rqdy: "No 
comment." 
In the background were these 
other developments around the 
world: 

-Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son of Britain met with Soviet 
Premier Alexel N. Kos^in in 



London in an effort to find a 
way to peace in yionam. 

-Leading Soviet political com- 
mentators stressed in their news 
columns that the propects for 
peace talks hinge on a unilateral 
halt to US bombing raids on 
North Viemam. They gave no 
hints as to what Hanoi would 
do in remm. 

-Pope Paul VI declared ef- 
fons to the Vatican and others 
had failed t extend :he truce 
into peace neg tiati -ns. Hut Vat- 
ican aides said he was unaware 
of the repons that the US had 
not immediately resumed bomb- 
ing the North, 

In South Vietnam, the allies 
resumed the fighting by launch- 
ing Some new miliiary operations 
and picking up where they had 
left ff on others last Wednes- 
day when the lunar new year 
truce began. 
US bombers hit enemy posi- 
tions just five miles north of 
Saigon and wind ws rattled in 
the capital, a stark reuiindt r if 
the renewal of the war effort. 

A US military spokesman re- 
affirmed an earlier estimate that 
Che Nonh Vietnamese had shut- 
tled 35,000 tons of supplies to 
points north of the buffer zone 
between the two Vietnams during 
the tnice. 
Both the government and Viet 



Cong truce declarations only said 
they would not stage offoisive 
operations. They did not pro- 
hibit supply movements but 
American sources had warned 
Friday that the taige North Viet- 
namese supply bulMip "could 
not be overlooked." 
The Viet Cong declaration that 
it would hold it's fire until next 
Wednesday to give a full week 
for celebrating Tet was almost 
1 st In the shuffle of allied oper- 
ations and accusations that the 
Communist guerrillas had ini- 
tiated 390 incidents during the 
four-day st indd 'wn. 
Of the incidents, the allies said 
100 were significant, meaning one 
side or b.jth suffered casualties. 
US spokesmen said that 18 
Americans were killed and 158 
were wounded during the trace. 



TOKYO (.\P)-.Maa Tse-tung's 
purge shook up Red China's 
supreme military policymaking 
organ Sunday on the heels of an 
army takeover in Peking and a 
military alert along frontiers 
facing the Soviet Union and the 
coast across from Nationalist 
China, a Japanese dispatch re- 
ported. 

It said Marshals Chu Teh and 
Ho Lung were ousted from the 
.Military Commission of the Chi- 
nese Communist party. Chu. who 
is 80. is a cofounder with Mao 
of China's Red Army. 

At the same time, a Peking 
Broadcast quoted Mao as sa>ing 
a "very small number" of intel- 
lectuals Mdcs an ovntfaivw of 
his party leadership in an effort 
to return China lo "Ae old «o- 
ciety" — presumably meaning die 
days before the Communist 
seizure of power. 



Congress Perplexed 
with Tax Problem 



Johnson Criticizes 
Racial Struggle 



WASHl.\GT(r\ (AP)-Presldent 
Johnson said Sunday that Abra- 
ham Lincoln was the "Great 
Emancipator" of black and white 
alike but racial suspici.ms, hat- 
reds and violence still plague 
men almost everywhere on earth. 
Standing before the Lincoln Me- 
morial beside the Potomac on the 
anniversary of Lincoln's birth, 
Johnson said this remains 
"man's ancient curse and pre- 
sei.t shame." 

'The true liberators of man- 
kind," he said, "have always been 
those who showed men annrher 
way to Uve— than fay batli^ tbeir 
brothers." 

"In what be did to lift the 
baleful burden of racism from 
the American soul, Abraham Lin- 
coln stands as a teacher—not 
>ist to his people—black and 
white alike— but to all fanmanky." 
Johnson didn't depart from his 
Esxt to mention Vietnam or any 
other subject. 

It was a windy, cold but sunny 
day for commemorating Lin- 
coln's birth, in an annual cere- 
mony sponsored by the Military 
Legion of the US. 
Standing on the steps of the 
white mailile memorial with Its 
towerhig columns and the brood- 
ing statue (rf Lincoln wltUn, John- 
son said Lincoln often was racked 
by doubts. But, he added, the 
Civil War presldem's true qua- 
lity emerged from "the fact that 
for four long, brutal years he 
never permitted his anguish and 
doubt to deter him from acting" 
as he felt he should. 

At the onset of the Civil War, 
the President said, Lincoln ab- 
horred slavery but his main po- 
litical objective was to preserve 
the Iteion. Once Lincoln settled 
in Us mind that it was neces- 
sary to destroy slavery to re- 
store the Union, Johnson said, 
he turned to action. 

Earlier, Lincoln had advocated 
separate ways for the black and 
white races. Jolms<m said, and 
a practical basis this meant 



suppon for o oloni/llng freeNeg- 
roes in Africa and Central Amer- 
ica. 

But Lincoln moved with re- 
morseless realism, Johnson 
said, to the conviction that a 
community of many races 
should be established. Lincoln 
died before giving voice to this 
vision, he sakl. and it has taken 
more than a century for the na- 
tion to assen the Ideal Lincoln 
had barely formulated. 

'It has required the hard les- 
sons of a hundred years. "he said, 
"to make us realize, as he did. 
that emancipating the Negro was 
an act of liberation for widies. 



WASHINGTON (AP)-Congress 
men who are weighing decisions 
they tnust make this year on 
taxes are beccriiiiig aware of an 
awkward circumstance of timing 
that could prove politically pain- 
ful. 

If they follow President John- 
son's recommendation, they will 
raise the income tax of individ- 
uals and ooiporations by a six

SACRAMENTO, Csllf. (AP)- 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is being 
urged to Cool down a gr^up of 
conservative Republicans that 
want Dr. Max Rafferty to run 
against Sen. Thomas Kuchel in 
tl»e next Republican primary. 

Rafferty is an outsp'.ken' edu- 
cator who gaL^ed national atten- 
tion when he was elected state 
superintendent of public instruc- 
tion In 1962 on a promise to 
restore fundamentals to educa- 
tion. 

He's a hero to Republicans who 
consider themselves conser- 
vative— just as Kuchel is admired 
by the moderate wing of the pa ny. 

Kuchel, assistant minority 
leader in the Senate, refused to 
endorse Reagan over Demo- 
cratic Incumbent Edmund G. 
Brown in last year's guberna- 
torial election, an action that 
still rankles the governor. 

Nonetheless, the two major Re- 
publican factions closed ranks 
and Reagan won by almost a 
million votes. Now Reagan's 
friends are telling him he can't 
afford to back a challenge to 
Kuchel that might spUt the party 



again. 

Reagan apparently has taken 
the advice. 

His top assistant, Philip M. 
BattagUa, went before a Young 
Republican convention full of 
Kuchel opponents and said the 
governor will not approve any 
Tiove that would destroy party 

Ulity. ' r~ 7 

Afterward, a resolution that 
would have repudiated Kuchel 
and launched a search for a new 
candidate was rejected.

Part of the network winds 
through the portions of Laos 
that are controlled by the P«fa- 
et Lao, Laotlon Communists. 
Laos borders both Vietnams. 

The imelligenoe inftmnants said 
that for nearly dvee months laie 
last year, the flow of Red trucks 
and other vehicles had slacked 
off on the Ho Chi Mlnh TraU. 

Any hope that this nO^a indi- 
cate a possible easing of North 
Vietnamese support of the Viet 
Cong have now been dispelled 
by the most recent infonnation 
gathered by US reconnaissance 
planes and royal Lao army 
ground patrols. 

"The movements are now up 
to about what they were at this 
time last year," one American 
official said. 

US Air Force officers In Sai- 
gon have said the biggest south- 
bound truck traffic in 1966 oc- 
curred in February and March. 

These officers at 7th Air Force 
headquartera claimed their 
planes, operating against the sup- 
ply network from both Vietnam 
and Thailand, are doing much 
better than last year in des- 
troying Communist trucks laden 
wlA weapons, ammunition and 
s«q>plies for tlie Viet Cong and 
for Nordi Vietnamese forces in 
Soudi Vietnam. 



The Japanese Kyodo news ser- 
vice said in a Peking dispatch 
all high schools had been ordered 
reoper.ed March 1. Tliis could be 
interpreted as an effort h\ Mao- 
ists to calm dowr. the .iC'.,::.es 
of Mao's youthful Ke : • .;r r. 

All schools were ordered closed 
in September for a year to pet^ 
mit Red Guard students to press 
Mao's purge of President Liu 
Shao-chi and his followers. Ele- 
mentar> schools were ordered 
reopened last week and Red 
Guvds were told they would have 
to pay for dieir meals. They had 
been eating free wliile aiding 
Mao's purge. 

The Peking correspondent of the 
Tokyo newspaper Asahl said the 
shakei;f> in the Military Commis- 
sion was reported in a wall paper 
in Peking. 

Rusk Gives 
US ^o^l lo 
W- Germany 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk gave 
US approval Sunday to West Ger- 
man nxrvei to improve relations 
with Pranoe and to build bridges 
toward the Commontet East. 

"We do not sit li^ as Jealous 
friends," Rusk told German 
newsmen on a German televi- 
sion system program, "Tele- 
vteton Press Conference of the 
Air." 

"H you can make progress in 
your relati ns with France, 
good. If y u can make progress 
in your relations with the Soviet 
Union, good." 

"But let's continue to w rk : 
gether on those matters which are 
of common interest," he added, 
saying that the West must con- 
tinue its solidarity and "pnident 
strength." 

Rusk's remarks, taped Friday 
night for broadcast Sunday, f al- 
lowed the Washington visit f 
Willy Brandt, vice . hancell : 
and foreign minister f 'he new 
Kieslnger government in Hor.:.. 

As US foreign affairs r.ie;, 
Rusk said he found "no procler. 
at all" with what was tern.e<: 
Bonn's new Independence fr 'n 
Washington policy. The Kieslng- 
er government has sought t 
Strengthen ties with Paris and 
to establish diplomatic relations 
with East BaxopsM Coouounist 
oouatrles. 

"We don't want the Federal 
Republic to be a satellite ctf the 
United States, and we do not 
wish the US to be a satellite 
at dw Pedwal R^afaUc." be 
said.

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US Resumes Viet Bombing Raid 



Cong Mortar Attack Aimed at 
Westmoreland HQ in Saigon 



SAIOON, Soudi Vietnam (AP)- 
Viet Cong gunners made a dar- 
ing mortar attack on tlie nerve 
center of the US military com- 
mand In downtown Saigon today. 
The headquarters wasn't hit, 12 
Vietnamese were killed and 40 
were wounded, and an explosion 
blew up the house from wfalcfa 
the attack came. 
Allied ground operations re- 
sumed Sunday a few minutes 
after the -end of the four-day 
lunar new >ear truce proclaimed 
by the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment. But US planes today ap- 
parently spared targets in North 
Vietnam for the sixth straight day 
as Washington appeared to be 
giving the Hanoi regime more 
time to cool dow-. the fighting. 
Only light, scattered ground ac- 
tion was reF)cned ir. South Viet- 
nam. US and South Vietnamese 
air attacks also resumed In the 
South. 

The headquarters of Gen. Wil- 
liam C. Westmoreland, comman- 
der of US forces in Vietnam, 
was the target of the monar 
tttack in Saigon, but the closest 
round fell in a street about 75 
yards from the compound and 
no Americans were hurt. 



That round hit a truck in a 
Viemamese- army convoy, ex- 
ploding ammunition in the vehi- 
cle, and nine soldiers were 
killed and nine were woup.deJ. 
Earlier reports said 14 soldiers 
were killed, but this figure was 
lowered later. 

When Vietnamese police closed 
in on the house where the Viet 
Cong had set up their mortar, 
the guerrillas were believed to 
have triggered a tir:;ir:g device 
that set off other mortar rounds. 
The explosion killed two police- 
men and a 9- year-old child and 
wounded 31 other policemen and 
civilians, Vietnamese authorities 
reported, .^gain there were no 
American casualties. 
One 81mm mortar round landed 
in the front garden of a British 
iir ibassy official living about 500 
yds. from where the truck was 
hit. The explosion smashed win- 
dows and sent shrapnel fly- 
ing through the living room, but 
no one was hurt. 

A third sheO landed on the 
roof of a chemical company, and 
a spokesman said a fourth round 
mi^t have burst when it hit 
trees alx>ve die 25-vefaicIe army 
convoy. 



Faircloth to Stand 
Behind Educators 




TALLAHASSEE (AP)-Siate uni- 
versity administrators who asked 
for a record ^50.4 million have 
the attorney general's en- 
couragement to stand firm. 
That's what Any. Gen. Earl 
Faircloth told the Board of Reg- 
ents. He said in a letter to Reg- 
ents Chancellor Broward Culpep- 
per that he will urge his fel- 
low Cabinet members to grant 
every penny of the funds asked, 
because they're needed. 
The cabinet is chaired by Gov. 
Claude Kirk, who advised the 
Regents last month to designate 
priorities to show where reduc- 
tions could lie made. 

Kirk campaigned on a plat- 
form which pledged no new tax- 
es, but also included improving 
education in Florida. 
Faircloth told Culpepper "it 
should be a matter of great sat- 
isfaction to Kirk as chairman 
of the Budget Commission that 
we now have the opponunity to 
recommend and support funding 
requests necessary to achieve 
the goals which he so eloquently 
Stated in his 'white papers' which 
were endorsed by the voters." 

Tlie Democratic attorney gen- 
eral quoted 14 statements in the 
white papers which he said put 
the Republican governor "clear- 
ly on the written record in spe- 
cific support" giving the Reg- 
ents enough money to run the 
state's universities and a free 
hand to do it. 

Faircloth is preparing legisla- 
tion which would remove Cabi- 
net control of the Regents spend- 
ing.

US authorities said it was be- 
lieved the terrorists hadescaped 
although at least one apparently 
was wounded.

rhe attack on Westmoreland's 
block- wide, fenced-in head- 
quarters between two busy 
streets had been carefully pre- 
pared. The Viet Cong had rrioved 
Into a two-story house about eight 
blocks away and removed 
several sheets of tin roofing to 
make the firing hole for their 
sawed-off, American made 
81mm mcrtar. Sighting lines to 
the US compound were scribbled 
on the walls. 
The wounded intruded IS cfalld- 
res. 

Two men w«ne seen jumping 
from a window of the house Just 
before it blew up, a spokesman 
said, and one might have been 
wounded wher pulice opened fire. 
Blood spots were found later. 

One of the terrunsts was seen 
getting into a cab. Ilie spokes- 
man said the cab driver was 
fi'und and is being questioned. 
Residents of the area reported 
seeing a woman running from 
the scene. 

The blast damaged seven oth- 
er buildings. 

US .Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge's residence is two blocks 
from where the monar round hit 
the truck convov. 

The attack was the first ma- 
jor Viet Cong terror incident 
since the lunar new \ear truce 
began. l"he Met Cong had called 
for a seven-day truce that would 
have run until Wednesday 
morning but the proposal was not 
accepted by t he South Vieownese 
government. 

There was no official announce- 
ment in Saigon or Washington of 
the prolongation of the truce in 
the air war against the 
Communist North, but all indi- 
cations were that US fighter- 
bombers have not been on the 
attack there since tlie four-day 
tnice began last Wednesdav. 



WASHINGTON (AP)-The Penta- 
gon announced today the resump- 
tion of the US air war against 
North Vietnam. 

The brief announcement said 
only that the bombing pause had 
been continued after the end of 
the lunar new year " in order to 
avoid any possibility that earlier 
resumption would be mis- 
construed In relation to Soviet 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin's 
visit to London." 

I"he Pentagon did not say when 
the Iwmbing had been resumed 
and declined to go beyond its 
two- sentence announcement. 
There also was no explanation 
on the type or location of tar- 
gets being hit. 

The announcement began: 
"combat operations against 
military targets In Nonh Viet- 
nam have now been resumed." 
The bombings were halted as 
part of the ^ed agreement for 
a four- day truce beginning last 
Wednesday, in observance of the 
lunar new year. 

President 
Johnson's press secretary, said 
there would be no White House 

comment on the I'entagon an- 
nouncement. He alsc said there 
would he no comment on an\ 
recent developments affecting the 
Vietnam situatinn. 

.Sources sau! earlier the bomb- 
ing suspension was being con- 
tinued beyond the four-day truce 
to check out diplomatic efforts 
for an end to the fighting. 

Shortly before the F'entagon an- 
nouncement, L'N Secretary- Gen- 
eral U Thant predicted that pieace 
talks would follow in a few weeks 
if the US continued the bombing 
pause. 

But i'resident Ho Chi Mlnh of 
Nonh Vietnam said earlier to- 
day peace could not be restored 
in Vietnam unless his country's 
peace terms are fulfilled. 

Kosygin and British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson an- 
nounced earlier today they had 
failed to set up a joint peace- 
making program for Vietnam. 

Sources said American forces 
have been (wlsed to resume the 
bombing with perhaps unprece- 
dented ferodry. 

One source said that "nothing 
of this magnitude" had beencon- 
(fticted in die way of bombing 
in the past, but he was unable 
to state bow many planes or tons 
of bombs were being used.

Dr. Rich..rd A. Craig, profes- 
sor of meteorology at FSL, has 
been elected a Fellow of the 
American Meteorological So- 
ciety, one of 34 iTiegeorologists 
in the country and the first in 
Florida to be so honored.

He is 44, a native of Massachu- 
sens and a graduate of Harv ard 
University with a master of 
science and doctor of science 
degrees from Massachusetts li - 
scimte of Technology. His bache- 
lor's degree was in astronon n 
and his others in meteor^log\ . 

Craig Is a specialist in the 
upper atmosphere and is the 
author of the 509-page boo 
" l"he Upper Atmosphere: Mett 
oro!og> and Physics," publishe ' 
by Academic Press in 1965. 

During recent years he has 
directed pan of a continent-wide 
study of o/one, making weekly 
laiirchings of balloons carrying 
equipment which sends back a 
telemetered report on o/one to 
an altitude of 100,000 feet.

The BiU of Rights has been a 
topic of discussion and concern 
on the FSU campus for better 
than six years. The effons of 
a few perseverant individuals 
and (irgani.'atmns are a: ui.: to 
be rewarded. loda^ ihi_ studesits 
of this campus will vote on the 
Student Bill of Rights Amend- 
ment. 

There are two groups of stu- 
dents that have opposed this a- 
mendrient. The first consists of 
those whi, ;hil:.k the ainendtnent 
goes too far, that it is too strong 
and those wlio feel that it is not 
Strong enough. Afterwi r\ Irewith 
many diverse groiif-5 
mittees of concerned students, 
Student Government committees, 
student- administration commit- 
tees, etc.). this writer rejects 
both the claim that it is too 
strong or too weak. 

The proposed Student Bill of 
Rights is most decidedly not 
too strong or "radical" as some 
have implied. Indeed, It does 
little inore than reaffirm the 
guaranteed rights found In the 
Constitution of the Stateof Flori- 
da and the Constitution of the 
United Slates. Are these "radi- 
cal" documents? 
.More imponant, and ;noreIike- 
ly to feel disillusioned h\ the 
Bill, is that gr<3up of students 
who feel that the curreru propo- 
sal is weak or "=oft." Ibis 
complaint is largeh justified 
when the current i-all is compared 
with the original proposals for a 
Bill of Rights. In this sense the 
amendmenrt r'-ay appear "wa- 
tered doun."

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Moscow Accuses Red China Lunar 3 Nears Moon 
as Hostilities Increase 



TOKYO (AP)-Moscow Radio 
said Sunday Red China is 
apparently trying to wreck rela- 
tions with tbe Soviet Union In an 
effort to prevent peace in Viet- 
nam. But Foreign Minister Chen 
gyi reportedly asserted that Chi- 
na would not take the initiative 
in breaking diplomatic ties with 
its Communist neighbor. 

Moscow and PekSig traded ac- 
cusations as a series of mili- 



tary moves related to Chairman 
Mao rse-tung's purge was re- 
ported in China over the week- 
end. Troops facing the Soviet 
Union and the Nationalist Chi- 
nese on Formosa were put on 
the alert, the army took con- 
trol of Peking and two of Mao's 
foes were ousted from the Com- 
munist party's military commis- 
sion.

Latin-America Expected 
to Ban Nuclear Weapons 



MiiXICO CITV (AP)-Si.xteen La- 
tin-American nations are ex- 
pected to sign a treaty Tues- 
day banning nuclear weapons 
from their region, : i' i f 'i'a- 
bly will not become fuU> effec- 
tive for years. 

The treaty is the world's first 
to ban nuclear weapotis in a 
populated area and covers most 
of the Western Hemisphere bet- 
ween the United States and An- 
tarctica. 

Twenty-one Latin American and 
Caribbean countries gave final 
approval to the treaty Sunday 
after almost four years of nego- 
tiations. Five of the 21 said they 
could not sign it Tuesday but 
Indicated they would do so later. 

The treaty bars the testing, 
use, construction or acquisition 
of nuclear weapons by countries 
In the zone but leaves the door 
open to nuclear explosions for 
peaceful purposes. 

However, the treaty bans any 
device which releases uncon- 
trolled nuclear energy" and has 
a vTuup '<f characteristics suitei! 
for warlike purposes," and tech- 
nical experts sa;. ar preser.t there 



is ::i :etec:jt le .ntlerence bet- 
weeri a peaceful lievlce and one 
that can be used for war. 

The treats does not become 
binding on all signers until: 

1. All countries in the zone-- 
including Cuba- -have signed it. 

2. Their legislatures have ap- 
proved It. 

3. Countries outside the zone 
have signed for their territories 
in the area. 

4. All five nuclear powers 
have signed a protocol binding 
them to respect the document.

National Student Assoc. 
Discloses Relation to CIA 



Censorship Caused 
By Childs' Poe 111 



WASHINGTON (AP)-A Student 
organization affiliated widi most 
of the nation's major colleges 
today disclosed that it had a 
secret relationship with the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency for more 
than 10 years. 

During that time the CIA con- 
tributed "substantial funds" to 
the organizatlon-the National 
Student Assoclatlon-to help fi- 
nance its overseas activities. 

"The relationship apparently 
originated because the Central 
Intelligence Agency believed that 
a strong American national union 
of students acting internationally 
was in the national interest," said 
a spokesman for the NSA. 

Ramparts magazine put the 
spotlight on the covert relation- 
ship between the nation's top in- 
telligence agency and a student 
organization with 300 college af- 
filiates. 

Full-page advertisements by the 
magazine announcing a fonhcom- 
ing article were carried In the 
New York Times and Washington 
Post today, touching off frenzied 
activity in the Washington head- 
quarters of the NSA. 

The ads said that in its March 
issue. Ramparts "will document 
how the CIA has infiltrated and 
subverted the world of American 
student leaders and has inter- 
fered, in a most shocking manner, 
in the internal workings of the 
nation's oldest and largest stu- 
dent organization." 

The CIA is the government's 
big espionage and intelligence 
agency. 

Besieged by newsmen, NSA 
President Eugene Groves re- 
treated to the top floor of the 
narrow, four- story converted 
dwelling where he was inacces- 
sible. But the association's In- 
ternational affairs vice presi- 
dent, Rldiard G. Sttams, guard- 
edly answered questions. 

He said the relatlon^p was 
known only to two or three of 
the association's top officers at 
any time, and generally only 
after they took office. 

The decision to terminate the 
tie wag made in 1965 by the then 
president, Philip Scheiiwume, 
now a student at Harvard Law 
School, and his international vice 
president, Charles Goldmark, 
now with an international stu- 
dent group in the Netherlands. 

Because of die extensive fi- 
nancial commitment to the CIA, 
it took rwo .ears to completely 
disengage, he said, adding that 
the break became conplete this 



year. 

Steams said he understood the 
CIA contribution ran around 
$200,000 a year at die begin- 
ning in the early 19SOs, and 
was about $700,000 a year dur- 
ing the period, he said. 

Steams would not answer ques- 
tions about how the CIA worked 
with the organization. He said 
the NSA employed former stu- 
dents to represent it in inter- 
national conferences, maintain- 
ing three in Eurc^ and one in 
Africa. 

"The CIA was just interested 
In getting the United States' point 
of view across at these con- 
ferences," Steams said. He 
denied that the US representa- 
tives were picked by the CIA or 
that they had to meet any ideol- 
ogical test." 

The Post quoted "mdependfent 
sources" as saying the ClA sub- 
sidy to the student organization

was started at a time when Com- 
munist governments wwe qx)n- 
soring youth congresses and the 
CIA felt a need to have the A- 
merican student position rep- 
resented at such gatherings. 

The CIA had no immediate com- 
ment, said the Post. 

The Post said it also learned 
that CIA subsidies to the student 
group were handled mainly 
through private foundations and 
in the past exceeded $100,000 a 
year. In recent years the news- 
paper added, the subsidy has 
been reduced to less than $50,- 
000 annually. 

The Post quoted Groves as say- 
ing he met last month with Doug- 
lass Cater, a Sj^ecial assistant 
to President Johnsc ii, to explain 
the link between the NSA and 
the intelligence agency. Groves 
said Cater had no previous know- 
ledge of CIA ties to the student 
group. 



Colonel Removed 



WASHINCroN (AP)-An Air 
Force Reserve colonel sa\ s for- 
mer Arizona Gov. Samuel P. God- 
dart Jr. was a central figure in 
a stormy military soninar that 
led to a top general's reassign- 
ment. 

Col. Michael J. Jackson said 
Goddard argued more than 45 
minutes with Maj. Gen. Jerry 
D. Page, then commandant of 
the Air War College, after Page 
^ke critically of Pentagon pol- 
icies and conduct of the Vietnam 
war. 

They were at a dosed semi- 
nar last EJecember for a group 
of reserve officers at the Air 
Force's Air War College at Mont- 
gomery, Ala.

Goddard previously denied par- 
ticipating in any hassle. He could 
not be reached Immediately for 
comment on the remarks by Jack- 
son, who also attended the 
seminar. 

"1 never mix Air Force with 
politics," Goddaird had said. 

But Jackson, in a letter to The 
Associated Press, said this was

There is a highly capable gentleman sitting in 
the athletic director's office who deserves a bit of 
praise. Vaughn Mancha has maintained and«tpanded 
a sports program at FSU tibat rivals every southern 
power in excellence. 

Who do you suppose lands the Seminoles a football 
game with Alabama every two years? One might 
hazard a guess on the basis of Mancha' s All- 
American playing record with the Crimson Tide 
in 1948. He is one of Bear Bryant's great ones, 
and thus has open-door status with any gridiron 
coach in the land. 

FSU's emergence as a football power has coincided 
with Mancha's reign since 1959. The Tribe is 
literally on the brink of gridiron greatness, as 
witnessed by an AP ranking of 20th in the pre- 
1967 poll. 

The presence of Gary Pajcic and Ron Sellers in 
a Seminole lineup is no fluke in the FSU gridiron 
scene. These men are representative of a star- 
studded recruitment prc^ram which is rivaling 
the U of F, despite the latter's vast alumni support. 

Spring sports represents a major achievement on 
Mancha's part. It is a stiff task to build a majoi 
football power while developing swimming, tennis, 
baseball, track and golf winners at the same time, 
but the Tribe director has managed it neatly. 

Seminole baseballers, netmen, swimmers and 
golfers all defeated the much-beloved U of F last 
year and have downed the Gators regularly since 
Mancha took over. Although the coaches of these 
teams merit much credit, Mancha stands as the 
man who hired these coaches and secured their 
funds. 

When Dan Litw*ller yielded the baseball coaching 
job in 1963, FSU's diamond program proved at- 
tractive enough to lure Fred Hatfield, an outstanding 
former major league competitor. 

Lex Wood ranked as number 27 tennis player 
in the US, when he decided to leave the playing 
circuit and coach at FSU. Wood conceivably might 
have coached for any college net team in the 
country. 

An athletic program which can attract men of 
Wood and Hatfield's calibre is a distinct compli- 
ment to its director. 

There is an additional aspect of the man worth 
mentioning. The role of athletic director requires 
a certain diplomatic skill with reporters, recruits 
and coaches. Mancha has this skill in its first degree. 
In a not-too-distant press conference, he'll be 
answering the press query: "How did FSU become 
the South' s top independent athletic power?"

of the Negro community. 

A similar boycott and Freedom 
School was held last trimester 
for similar reasons. The earlier 
boycott was termed a success as 
measured by several criterion, 
according to Kent Spriggs, chair- 
man of the Freedom School Com- 
mittee. 

"The boycott resulted in a 
hei^tened sense of unity within 
tbe Negro community. Although 
the response of die School Board 
was mlidmal, it is clear that 
die loss of more dian $20,000 
In State aid had an Important 
Impact," Spriggs said. 

%>riggs' comimnt was in re- 
ference to the State method of 
allocating money to the schools 
by a formula diat depends on the 
number of students present in die 
sdiools. According to the 
formula, the Freedom Sctwol 
boycott cost the Leon County 
School System over $20,000. 

"■Traditionally, the county's po- 
litical leaders have not regarded 
the community as an element 
to be reckoned with in political 
terms," Spriggs continued. 

Spriggs also stated that "the 
first school 'holiday' was an 
important step toward forcing the 
Board to recognize Leon County' s 
Negroes as participants in the 
political process." 

During the rwo-day " school hol- 
iday" over 71 per cent of the 
Negro school enrollment failed to 
attend school. In the urban Lin- 
coln iligh School,- only 88 stu- 
dents out of a total enrollment 
of 867 attended. 

Seven Freedom Sdiools were 
conducted during the November 
boycott. The number of studmts 
who participated in the schools 
was relatively small "partly due 
to a lack of publicity for that 
portion of the program," 
according to a spohesmanlor the 
group. 

TTie programs presented in the 
schools attempted to show the 
children, who attended, the pur- 
pose of the action, as well 
as providing games and recrea- 
tion for the yoiuiger children. 

Students of FSU and FAMUpro- 
vided lessons in Negro history 
and general educatimnl atdijects.

-The US Youth Council, a c n- 
federation of 36 political reli- 
gious, student and service y u:ti 
groups with headquarters in Nev. 
York. 

-The World Assembly .if Y' Urh, 
a confederation of nati n:-.. y u:h 
groups from 54 Wester;! dniJ n n- 
aligned nations. It is headquar- 
tered in Brussels, Belgium. 

-The International Student Con- 
ference of Leiden, Netherlands, 
a similar confederation if about 
60 national student organizations 
from Western and nonaligned na- 
tions. 

The newspaper said CIA funds 
for those organizations, totaling 

millions of dollars iver m^re 

than a decade, were channelled 
through foundations. It identi- 
fied the principal donor to NSA 
and the three other groups as 
the Foundation for Youth and 
Student Affairs in New York. 

The CIA had no immediate com- 
ment on the Star story. 

The NSA's supervisory board 
was meeting today to consider 
what to do about the organiza- 
tion's relationship iththeCIA. 

The report of additional c'lA 
support came amid protests a nd 
demands in Congees^ cr 
prompt investigation of beagen- 
cy's ties with NSA. 

In another d evelopment, the 
New York Times said President 
Joimson Intervened in the con- 
troversy and instructed ttie CM 
Tuesday to close out all secret 
programs of aid to student 
groups. A White House spokes- 
man denied the report. 

The current director of tlie 
Foundation for Youth and Stu- 
dent Affairs, Harry Uinn. is a 
former NSA president, the Star 
said. It quoted him as saying his 
group was "not a CIA fron:." 

Within the four organizations, 
the Star article said, the mem- 
bers carried on a limited am- 
ount of intelligence woric for the 
CIA. Confidential reports from 
overseas representatives and 
similar reports on foreign stu- 
dent or youth leaders visiting 
the United States would be for- 
warded to the agency, it added.

Students Camp Out 
In U of F Protest 



GALNLSVILLE, Fla. (Al')-Stu- 
dents who camped out in the Uni- 
versity of Florida administration 
building in a protest over stu- 
dent rights went back to classes 
today, apparentlv with a promise 
of an audience with the school 
presuiert. 

The ik-o:o!'.straiors. unhappy 
that 3 C'jr\'. C O.' a is ;-'onjli/cd 
for posing in the luaie for a 
riaga/ir;c, started out 200 strong. 

But onlj 4C were left when 
deans I'egan arriving and by late 
morning all had vanished. 

Dean Frank Adams said he be- 
lieved President J. Wayne Reitz 
would talk with some of the stu- 
dents during the day. 

While spending the night in pro- 
test over the treatment of Pam- 
ela Brewer, the students drafted 
a list of demands. 

One demand: the university 
should acknowledge the right of 
the students to redress of griev- 
ances. 

The students, some with 
slewing bags, made a dormitory 
of the university's Tigert Hall 
where Miss Brewer was given 
probation Tuesday for posing 
nude in an off-campus magazine. 

Dawn found the protesting group 
of about 130 organi/ing tc clean 
floors of cigarette butts and other 
debris and to appoint a "vigil 
committee" to stay in the build- 
ing. 

TTieir list of demands matched 

the views of speakers at a rally 
held while the universitv 
pondered its dec.sion against 
Miss Brewer. Speakers called 
for changes in discipline pro- 
cedures, including anelecteddis- 
cipline committee made upof half 
students and half faculty. Tlie 
present committee, which is ap- 
pointive, has eight faculty mem- 
bers and two students. 

One sign held aloft at the ralK 
proclaimed, "Nude power." 

The students also called on the 
ur.iversity for 'cominuuu.^ Ju- 
logue" between the ad;- nr.i sira- 
tio;; ard the students. It asked 
for mii'iunits from disipline for 
students who took part in the 
all-night demonstration. 

Plans were announced for a 
"teach-in" later today. Students 
and faculty will get a chance to 
speak their minds at an outdoor 
rally. 

The students invaded the 
building ih support of a demand 
that a university spokesman dis- 
cuss with them the university's 
discipline setup and a student 
conduct cdde whidi they contend 
is vague. 

Under the code, 18- year- 
old Miss Brewer was found guilty 



by the faculty discipline com- 
mittee of "inappropriate and in- 
discreet conduct." 

The Springfield. Va., sop- 
homore's lawyer. Selig Goldin. 
said there was nothing specific 
in the code to prohibit Pamela 
from posing for the photo. 

Goldine described as mild his 
clieiu' s penally - two terms of dis- 
ciplinary probation.

Wear>' authorities at the men- 
tal ho^ltal, forced into long 
hours by the staff ^rtages, said 
tlie patients were bearing up well 
under a tight oonflnemem. 

A secretary to Or. Ridiard 
Parks, the hospital administra- 
tor, said only 19 of the 130 day 
shift aides had called in sick. But 
she said the absentees could run 
higher and it would take a ward- 
by -ward check to detMTnine the 
exact number. 

The secretary wouldn't let a 
reporter talk to Parks. "He's 
been up all night and is tired." 

Parks said 37 of 70 aides on 
the night shift failed to show up. 

A hospital spokesman said 12 
aides due on at riidnight called 
in sick but he declined to sa> 
how riia.-n were slated to Veport 
for work at that time. 

"The 12 did not make a 
big percentage," he said. 

During the day shift Tuesday, 
which started at 8 a.iti.. Parks 
saiJ I'h out of 130 aides reported 
they were ill. Aides, tiowever. 
said :iiore thai-, 40 enipl(j\ees 
called in sick and arned the hos- 
pital it has >et to feel the full 
strength of the strike. 

More than 200 aide? earlier 
voted to call in sick in protest 
against low wages paid state 
employees at the mental hospi- 
tal. 

Parks and vulunteers manned 
the wards Tuesday night. Parks 
worked 'he maximum secu- 
rity ward where 28 ol the most 
dangerous patients are kept. East 
month, 14 inmates escaped from 
this section.

How much time will it take for the Leon County 
School Board to take the Federal Government 
seriously? 

By refusing to comply with desegregation orders, 
the County School Board is once again invitii^ 
trouble. 

Last fall, a dramatic two-day boycott all but emptied 
the Negro schools. Now, having heard nothing 
encouraging from tlie School Board, Negro leaders 
are calling a repeat of the bosrcott for the last two 
days in February and the first day in March. 

Boycotts cost the county a great deal of money. 
It was estimated that Leon County lost $20,000 
during the "school holiday" last falL Unfortunately, 
it seems that economic strangulation is the only 
thing that will make the School Board understand 
that certain citizens are fed up with Grade Z edu- 
cation. 

It is to the credit of FSU that 38 faculty members 
here had enough civic conscience to sign a jjetition 
lending full support to both the school boycott and 
the Freedom Schools. With the faculty leading the 
way, it is now up to us to follow their example and 
volunteer our services as teachers in the Freedom 
Schools program. 

We, who look upon ourselves as members of an 
idealistic cloister divorced from the outside world, .y. - , _. . .

Facial Adornment 



Cosmetics Topic of Exhibit 



A trip throu^ the history of 
personal vanity Is provided in a 
unique exhibition which opened 
yesterday at the University Mu- 
seum. 

Entitled "Let's Face It," the 
exhibition traces the history of 
facial adornment from the an- 
cient Egyptians with their prac- 
tical eye makeup through the 
American culture with its emp- 
hasis and cult-like glorification 
of youth. 

Museum curator George Mil- 
ton said the ancient Egyptians 
were among the first peoples to 
develop the sophisticated use of 
cosmetics. In the beginning, the 
use of khol as eye makeup had 
practical application. "The', ap- 
plied the black compunJ Li:,d'. r 
their eses as sort of a rrl-: i- 
tive sun glass to prevent Cornaie 
to their eyes — much in the same 
manner that American football 
players smear a carbon com- 
pound under their eyes to pre- 
vent glare," he said. 
This practical eye-saver soon 
was changed by the inventive 
Egyptians into a cosmetic to 
beautify the eyes and has come 
down to the Western cultures as 
eye .-akeup and mascara. 

Ir. another display, the develop- 
ment of face powder is traced in 
Japanese culture. Using a pre- 
paration based on rice powder, 
the upper class Japanese women 
made their faces white In order 
to further distinguish themselves 
from the peasant and his sun- 
burned face. 



While the female of the spe- 
cies usually gets most of the 
attention for facial adornment, 
the male Is just as vain alx>ut 
his personal affpearance, Mil- 
ton said. 

One exhibit points out the 
American male and his deslix' for 
a \outhfuI appearance. One ex- 
ample is the rising use of hair 
dye by males. "Tlie use of d\e 
by men has practical application. 
For example, with the emphasis 
on youth in our culture, grey 
hair can be a drawback in job 
seeking and business activities." 
Milton said. He also pointed out 
the inert- .isu.e a-iiount of atten- 



tion men are payii% to the cut- 
ting of their hair. 
"More and more men are going 
to hair stylists rather than bar- 
bers. Many appuently feel that 
the cut of thieir hair with em- 
phasis on a vouthful appearance 
IS as Important to success as 
the cut of their wits," Milton 
said. 

In other exhibits, the develop- 
ment of lipstick, wrinkle pre- 
parations and cither cosmetics 
are traced. Several cosmetic 
companies loaned malarial for 
use in the displays. 

The exhibition will continue 
through Oct. 1 at FSU- 



WFSU-TV Begins Color 
Film, Slide Broadcasting 



FSU's educational television 
station WFSL'-TV (Channel II) 
has acquired color equipment and 
expects to begin broadcasting 
film and color slides, tnit not 
live broadcasts, in color as soon 
as It can be installed. 

Edward L. Herp, director of 
broadcasting at FSU, said the 
equipment does not include tlie 
capability for live color studio 
or video tape inroadcastlng. The 
equipment came from WflEX-TV 
in Rockford, HI., on a permanent 
loan basis. Tlie transfer was ne- 
gotiated tbroug^ the FSU Found- 
ation. 

"In addition to die obvious usage 



of the equipment for open cir- 
cuit broadcasting, our faculty 
will be able to experiment using 
color television in the class- 
room both ttuxMigbdosed-circult 
and open circuit broadcasting," 
said Thomas Brasit, dilef en- 
gineer at WFSU-TV, 

Bnak said tbe equ^jment was 
used by the OUnois television 
station until 1%I and will re- 
quire testing before belqg put 
into operatfon at FSU. Manu- 
facured t>y OuMont Lal»ratorles 
io die late 19S0's the original 
value of the equlpinent was 
around $50,000.

Questioned in Pre-Election Panic 



Momentary panic struck the 
third floor of the Ihion late 
yesterday afternoon wfaoi today's 
runoff election for student body 
president was almost postponed 
until next week. 

Confusion over different inter- 
pretations of the Student Body 
Constitution and Statutes regard- 
ing absentee ballots in elections 
led to several "summit meet- 
ings" witii Student Government 
officers and political party rep- 
resentatives. 

Commissioner of Elections 
Dave Giordano finally ruled that 
the election would be Friday as 
scheduled and that absentee bal- 



lots would be accepted. 

The controversy was triggered 
by the discovery that some ab- 
sentee ballots had been accepted 
after several students requesting 
them had been turned away during 
the morning. 

The question of the validity 
of those actualh cast was raised 
by members of the opposing poli- 
tical parties. T hreats to carry 
the case to Honor Court were 
also heard from both Sides of 
the political fence. 

To skirt the issue, several stu- 
dents tried to pressure moving 
the runoff election from Friday 
to Monday, a provision of the

The cinders left from the Feb. 
1 fire at the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
house have cooled, but the effects 
of the blaze have just begun to 
be felt. 

The men of the fraternity have 
found permanent lodging in Os- 
ceola Hall. With the aid of the 
Sig Hp Alumni Assoc., they were 
able torelocatethetTi selves on the 
totally empty fourth floor. 

Housing fees from the fraternity 
house were transferred toward 
dielr bills at Osceola, but extra 
meals provided for them cost 
an additional $15 per person 
per month, reported one mem- 
ber. 

The Sig Eps made the move 
with their housemother Mrs. 
Mary Scott. 

The Sig Bps have been provided 
widi die use of the Osceola rec- 
reation room for necessary me- 
etings and will give ifaeir parties 
in the hall dining room. 

"The distance of die hall from 
campus was die only apparent 
drawback of the move and r^^ 
lar bus service makes this dis- 
advantage minimal," Tom White, 
officer of the fraternity, stated. 

Most of the men seemed pleased 
at the change since It provides 
them with air-conditioned rooms 
with wall-to-wall carpeting . a 
swimming pool, a well-fumished 
recreation room and other lux- 



uries. 

The fire, that began in elec-

Constitutional amendment passed 
by the student body in Tuesday's 
election (changing the election 
day from Ttaesday to Wednesday). 

This prqposal was discarded 
by Giordano when he decided diat 
the entire election, Including to- 
day's runoff, would be oonduaed 
according to last year's Statu- 
tory stipulations. 

The passage of the Constitution 
and the Statutes in question reads, 
"Students who must be away from 
can^us on the day of any elec- 
tion may submit requests for ab- 
sentee ballots to the Com- 
missioner of Elections no later 
than 10 days prior to the elec- 
tion. Requests must be accom- 
panied by the student's identi- 
fication card. The Commissioner 
of Elections shall mail all ab- 
sentee balllots no later than five 
days preceding the elections and 
said ballots mut be returned 
to the Commissionerof Elections 
no later than S p.m. "election 
day." 

Since there have not been 10 
days prior to the election today, 
the passage could not directly 
apply to the runoff. Giordano's 
ruling came after he had studied 
the advisory opinion Issued by 
Aeoniey Gen«r«l Steve Winn.

Wednesday 
night in Tlgert Hall, the Administration Building, between sleeping- 
bag naps and picnic lunches. Then they left after voting to declare 
a few days "truce" to see whether the university or the regular 
student govemmoK wmdd aiee mag aeps to make reforms they think 
are needed. 

Bemle Wlssman, a 30-year-old graduate student In philosophy, 
was named chairman of a committee to draft a "student bill of 
rights." 

The 80 were the diehard remnant of about 175 students who staged 
a sit-in the previous night in protest to two terms' disciplinary 
probation meted out to shapely, 18- year-old Pamela Brewer for 
aUwotne an off- campus magazine to publish her nude photo, 
allowing nalty-described by a faculty member as amounting to 
little more than a warning — was for "inappropriate and indiscreet 
conduct" which is banned by Florida's Code of Student Behavior. 

The charge, and some other guidelines for behavior, were called 
vague in faculty-student rallies which were inspired by the Spring- 
field, Va., sophomore's being called on the carpet after posing on 
a Persian rug. 

Wednesday night Pamela's individual case seemed to be dropping 
Into the background as students mulled means of presenting thelz 
criticism of the dlsc^dlnary code to university officials in some 
organized form. 

The "Student Govenmient in Exile" idea appeared to be galnii^ 

support. 

Florida already has a university- sanctioned student government. 

The sit-in crowd was oqiloring the possibility of forming a govem- 
ment-ln-exlle, something like that advocated In Miami for refi^ees 
from Castro's Cuba, and canvassing the student body for support 
for resolutions aimed at revising the discipline code.

WASHINGTON (AP)-1\w) days 
after the United States resumed 

bombing of North Vietnam, Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara has said air attacks 
alone won't humble Hanoi. 

The Pentagon chief would not 
say-as he reportedly has to Con- 
gress behind doors-that the 
bombing has only limited value. 

Instead, McNamara spoke Wed- 
nesday of two objectives "clear- 
ly accomplished" by the US 
bombing of North Vietnam Ini-

The raids, he told a news con- 
ference, have raised the morale 
of the South Vietnamese and made 
it very troublesome for the Com- 
munists to move men and sup- 
plies south of the l~th Parallel.

The FSU tennis team opens its 
season versus Mississippi State 
today In Pensacola. and banles 
the Maroons here tDmorrow tt 
10:30 a.m. 

The Mississippi sqpiad was 
ranked number three among US 
college net outfits during 1966 
and returns four of its top six 
players this season. B<d>Brlen. 
n>p Mamon racquetman and fop- 
mer Australian junior ace, beads 
ibe opposition. MSU handed tlie 
TVibe two of its losses in 1966 
during a 16-9 wiimlng maric for 
FSU. 

However, the Seminoles also 
return four of their top netters 
and are bolstered additionally by 
a host of newcomers. FSU must 

be conceded a solid chance to 
defeat the third-ranked MSU team 
because of its depth in doubles 
players. In the event of a sin- 
gles deadlock Coach Lex Wood 
will have the pleasure of choos- 
ing among 12 talented stroke- 
makers, six of whom will not 
be wear> from singles play. 

Paul DeZeeuw, number one 
Tribe netman this season and 
last, has been elected captain of 
the '67 squad. He defeated Brlen 
once in two outings last year 
and will attempt to rally his 
slashing game for a big win again. 

Wood's other returning varsity 
standouts are Stewart Bruner, 
Clint Murphy and Russ Lang- 
stroth. Bruner and DeZeeuw are 
thepowercorps in Wood's ranks, 
replete with sizzling serve, crisp 
volleys and blix^eoning overhead 
smashes. 

Murphy and Langstroth have 
been somewhat below par this 
week in practice, although they 
definitely figure in starting roles. 
Langstroth, troubled by a virus, 
may not play singles in Pensa- 
cola but probably will be in Sat- 
urday's lineup here. 

Today's match occurs on hard 
courts, wUch favor the power 
of DeZeeuw and Bruner, while 
tomorrow's encounter on FSU 
clay complements the artful stra- 
tegy of Muifrfiy, Langstroth and 
Al Procopio. Though Murphy has 
had some difficulty serving be- 
cause of a back ailment, he will 
be a definite startii^ alleles 
man. 

The tentative starting singles 
llnet^ for tomorrow Is as fol- 
lows: (1) DeZeeuw. (2) Bruner. 
(3) Dave Danlelson, (4) Procopio, 
(5) Murhpy, (6) Bob Marcher. 
Wood's doubles plans are less 
definite, but he sees L>e/eeuw- 
Danlelson, Bnuier-Langstroth 
and Marcher-Prooopio as likely 
duos. 

In addition, Wood mentioned 
Hammed Mohammed, Herb Rapp, 
and Scott Bristol as doubles 
players who might well see ac- 
tion in place of a tired singes 
player. 

Marcher represents the bright- 
est note of improvement in recent 
practice sessions. Although he 
was placed at number eight last 
week. Marcher's whip-like 
ground strokes and killing vol- 
leys have earned him a singles 
spot versus MSU. Also, he may 
team with DeZeeuw In Pensacola, 
due to his keen backhand return 
of service. 

Danlelson, a fierce competitor 
who attacks the ball relentlessly, 
voiced this comment regarding 
the matches with powerful MSU, 
"1 really think we can whta> 
diem." 

Wood added, "Our men have 
played more sets and run more 
drills dian 1 aaiced tbem to do; 
I diink dwir spirit is and 
tijey may surprise MSU." 
Procopio. die 5-2 mixe with a 
flswlem atgte and an ability to 
win dose contests, is Wood's 
prize recruit on the '67 squad. 
Proo^io, Rapp and Bristol were 
elevated from die freshman sqfuad 
last week when the SEC declared 
ibat fro A could compete In var- 
sity events.

Doi^ Dobson, FSU honors stu- 
dent in government, today 
announced his candidacy for the 
State Senate seat from the fifth 
district in the newly apportioned 
legislature. 

A vital interest in education is 
the reason Dobson gave for 
seeking the seat. "Florida faces 
a crisis in education and taxa- 
tion. My opponent lias shown no 
interest in either, except to keqp 
taxes low and 'damn' the con- 
sequences." 

"It seems to me," said Dob- 
son, FSU Young Democrats 
president and past president of 
the FSU Jaycees, "that creating 
a first rate educational system in 
Florida is the most Important 
task we have. 

"We've got to build one, star- 
ting right now, no matter wliat 
it costs in dollars. Hie cost 
of n ,t having a good educational 
system is a lot higher and a lot 
m-'re painful than taxes. 

"We're still cramming 30 or 40 
kids iiit ' a classroom with four 
bare walls and some out-dated 
textb ks, and giving them a 
teacher who is t... - busy being 
a baby-sitter and lunch-money 
custodian to do much teactiing. 

"We're even doing the same 
kind of thing at the college level- 
in spite of the fact that we know 
abi'Ut teaching methods which are 
the best in tiie world. 



"t'ur basic problem is that 
we're trying to run a 1967 ed- 
ucation system on a 1937 budget," 
Dobson continued.

Civil Rights Commission 
Wants Immediate Action 



WASHINGTON (.\P)-The Civil 
Rights Commission urged Con- 
gress and President , : : ~ : n 
Sunday night to take in::r.eu;ate 
and costl\ steps to eliminate 
school segregation, saying it f)er- 
sists throughout the United States 
and is severe in metropolitan 
areas. 

The repon to the f-'resident, 
16 r: . :h.- rhe "aking, focuses 
on ;!:e big suburban areas of 
~erropclit.tn districts, saying 
their white schools should be 
integrated by taking in Negro 
and disadvantaged children of 
neai4}y big cities. 
It proposes elimination of racial 
barriers in all housing, asPresi- 
dent Johnson recommended In a 
message to Congress last week. 
But it says this is not enough to 
remedy racial isilation in 
schools. 
It recommends the eliminaton, 
physically or otherwise, of 



schools it describes as doing 
permanent damage to the per- 
sonalities and character of Ne- 
gro children because of racial 
isolation. 

It proposes the creation of ed- 
ucation parks, drawing students 
from wide at^as. 

It suggests bus transportation 
between school districts to alter 
race patterns, or the adoption of 
any other feasible plan that will 
mix the races. 

It recommends that substantial 
federal money be provided to aid 
in these projects and in upgrading 
the quality of education. It notes 
that Congress is in thebestposi- 
tlon of any branch of government 
to erase segregation. 

The commission makes no effort 
to estimate the over-all cost of 
its proposed solutions. 

At a news conference, staff 
officials of the commission were 
asked if this means Congress 



Cancer Takes Life 
Of Atomic Scientist 



PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - When 
the w rrld's first atomic b<jmb 
exploded with a blinding flash in 
the .New Mexic) desen in 1945, 
Dr. J. Rooen Opt^enhelmer re- 
calped the Hindu scripture; "I 
am become death, the shatterer 
of worlds." 

Death from throat cancer came 
Saturday night for Oppenhelmer, 
63, a brilliant and com rovers ial 
physicist and scholar considered 
by many the father of the atomic 
bomb. 

VN Fighting 

Breaks Out 

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)- 
Savage fighting broke out again 
Sunday in the coastal plains 324 
miles north of Saigon. South Viet- 
namese paratroopers, attacked 
by a .North \'ietnamese batta- 
lion, killed 200 ene-^y soldiers, 
militar>' spokestner re; red. 

The South V ietnarr.esc , a bat- 
talion of about 700 men opera- 
ting with US Marines and Ko- 
reans, suffered moderate casu- 
Itles. TTie pitched battle, fought 
In rice paddles nonhwest of 
Quang Ngai City, raged through 
the day. 

It was the fourth heavy engage- 
ment in the area since last Wed- 
nesday. Earlier, Korean marines 
counted 243 North \'ietnarTiese 
regulars dead, and South V iet- 
namese armored units and 
rangers reported killing 160. The 
US Marines have not made sign- 
ificant contact with the enemy. 

No other major ground action 
was reported Sunday^ 

In the skies, bad weather cut 
into the number of air strikes 
against North Vietnam. CS .Mr 
Force, Navy and .Marine pilots 
in about 240 planes in 82 mis- 
sions, hit communications in the 
panhandle and coastal shipping. 

An .Air Force F105F TTiunder- 
chief was shot down Saturday by 
ground fire over North Vietnam, 
the US Command reported, and 
the two crew members are mis- 
sing. It was the 475th plane the 
United States has reported lost 
over the Communist North. 

Ground fire in South Vietnam 
brought down a US Marine heli- 
copter, but the pilot was able to 
land the damaged craft in a se- 
cure area. None of the crew 
was injuxed, qpokesnum re- 
ported. 



Oppenheinierdied at his b me In 
Princet r, where he spent 18 
years as direct r >f the Institute 
for Advanced Study. 

In 1954, Oppenheinier was 
denied access to at mic secrets 
as a security risk. The Atomic 
Energy Commission f >und that 
although Oppenheimer was loyal, 
he was a security risk, in pan 
because his association with 
known Communists "extended far 
beyond the tolerable limits of 
prudence and self-restraint." 

The tall, thin, chain-smoking 
Oppenheimer freely acknow- 
leidged associations wlthCommu- 
nists in the late 1930s and early 
1940s. However, he denied that he 
himself had Communist ties and 
said his left-wing c 'ntacts ended 
when he staned his war work. 

"I did not regard them as dan- 
gerous." he later said, "and 
some of their declared objectives 
seemed to me desirable." 

In 1963, nine years after clos- 
ing its secrets to Oppenheimer, 
the AEC gave him its highest 
honor, the $50,000 Enrio Fermi 
.^ward. He received the award 
from President J^hns^'n amid 
speculation that he might return 
to secret government work. 

However, Oppenheimer ch. se to 

reniain in his p>JSt as director 
■ f the Institute for .advanced 
Study. He resigned last June 30, 
saying he wanted addiii nal time 
"to seek an understanding, uoth 
historical and phil sophical, of 
what the sciences have brought to 
human life." 

In giving Oppenheimer the Fer- 
mi award, the AEC cited "his 
outstanding contrlbuti.jns to 
theoretical physics and his sci- 
entific and administrative lead- 
ership." Specifically, he wa£ 
honored for "especially meritor- 
ious contributions to the devel- 

,prT.ent, use or Control of atomic 
energy." 

Oppenheitner had been investi- 
gated by the government when 
President Harry S. Truman set 
up his program for ciiecking on 
the loyalty of all government 
employes. In the spring of 1953, 
President Dwight D, Elsenhower 
issued an order calling on every 
department head to review every 
case in which there had been a 
full FBI field Investigation, as 
there had bean tn Oppcnteiiner's 
case. 



could enforce cooperation by 
withholding funds from school 
districts that do not cooperate.

I"he report jabs at de facto seg- 
regation in Northern cities, seg- 
regation caused b\ neighbor- 
hoods solidl\ Negro or white, or 
existing because school bn.irJs 
have set boundary lines to create 
solid white or Negro schools, 

The cojiimission says pur- 
poseful segregation in the North, 
as in the South, is illegal. 

In a supplementary statement. 
Commissioner Frankie M. Free- 
man says despite all Congress 
and the President do segrega- 
tion won't be solved until the 
hearts and the minds of men 
are moved. 

Mrs. Freeman, only Negro 
member of the board, says the 
nation now Is on a collision course 
which may produce "within our 
borders two alienated and un- 
equal nations confronting each 
oAer across a widening gulf 
created by a dual educational sys- 
tem based upon Income and 
race." 

She says the problem can be 
resolved "only by the conmiit- 
ment of the creative energies 
and the combined resources of 
concerned Americans at every 
level of public and private life."

Rebels Fail 



To Win 



TOKYO (AP) - Radio Peking re- 
poned Monday contimi«l dissen- 
sion by opponents of Mao Tse- 
tung in Shanghai, Red China's 
major port and industrial center, 
and c needed that pn>-Mao revo- 
luti .nary rebels have failed to win 
full c .ntrol .f the city. 

The broadcast assailed "b'>ur- 
geois, react! na 17 -line die 
hards" in Shanghai and .'.aidpr i- 
Maolsts had been urged to "carry 
the revolutl .11 thr ough to the 
end." 

In another development, the 'ffl- 
cial Yug oslav news agencyTanJug 
reported from Peking that wall 
posters there said Sunday that 
Red Chinese President LiuShao- 
chi, a bitter foe <i Mao, has been 
ousted from his p.jsts in the Com- 
munist party. 

The white-haired, 08 -year -old 
Liu has been first vice president 
of the parry and a member ^f its 
Politburo. He is one of the top- 
ranking opponents of pany Chair- 
man Mao's "great cultural rev. >- 
lution," a pui^e of so-called 
rightist elements that has thrown 
the country into turmoil. 

Liu, once deemed Mao's heir- 
apparent, has been den unced as 
an ally •'. capitalism and Soviet 
"revisi nism" and has been re- 
ported forced to suffer public 
humillatl' m. 

Shanghai, the largest city ,.nihe 
.Asian mainland, wa.s racked by 
bloi.dy riots and strikes between 
pro-.Mao Red Guards and Indus- 
trial wi;rkers in late December 
and early January. For several 
weeks, the city's transportation, 
power facilities and otlier public 
utilities were paralyzed. 

But wall posters In Peking ear- 
lier this month claimed that pro- 
Mao forces had seized the city 
and that a "Shanghai Commune," 
along the lines of the 18th cen- 
tury Paris Commune, bad been 
established Feb. 5.

Soviet Arms 



TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - Prime Minister Amir Abass Hoveida an- 
nounced in Parliament on Sunday that Iran has signed an agreement 
with the Soviet Union for the purchase of |U0 million worth of arms 
and military equipment.

Unlike many college students who stand with 
idealistic opinions on the war in Vietnam, this 
freshman's sign had a more realistic comment en- 
graved upon it. 

It said: 

"I stood a 'Vigil for Peace' tooll . . .seven days a 
week . . . eleven months . . Gulf of Tonkin (Air Sea 
Heserve) . . . What have YOU done?' ' 

Too often it becomes so easy to forget about the 
hard, cruel facts that a good portion of America's 
armed forces are engaged in a life-death stmggle 
with another military power. 

Most peace marches are filled with individuals 
who are there because they might be afraid of being 
drafted and being sent to that hot spot in southeast 
Asia or just because they think it is the "cool" or 
"hip" thing to do. 

Many of those men who are in the mud and bloody 
ugliness of that war are the same age as these who 
march protesting the war. Most of these young men, 
in fact, have the same goals and dreams as the ones 
back home. 

They don't want to risk their lives seven days a 
week for eleven months (the standard tour of duty 
for a service mm). 

The thing which should concern those peace march- 
ers who make the headlines is very seldom the 
factor which causes them to march 

Let those who want to march for peace use as 
their reason pity and grief for every American 
physically involved with the war and not fear for 
themselves. 

They should remember, those who march with 
unjust reasons for peace, that the sun in their sky 
is never clouded away with the smoke of enemy 
gun fire.

All employees of FSU are paid 
according to an Item-line budget 
which has to be presented to and 
passed by the legislature every 
two years. 

University personnel are cur- 
rently being paid according to 
wages outlined In the budget al- 
most two years ago. 

In other words, the Uni-.ersity 
can U"t pay more than is itemized 
in the budget to any single per- 
son. Therefore, for the Itemized 
$.77 per hour to be Increased to 
a mandatory di.'llar per hour, as 
is jutllned by the new Hour and 
Wage Law, special funds w^mld 
have to be appropriated by the 
state cabinet. 

The University itself, however. 
Could become the solacing factor 
If the state falls to come across 
with an increase.

Survey Shows 
Attorney Seeks Truth Kin on Payroll 




NLiW ORLEANS, La. (AP)-A 
district attorney is keeping 
secret the details of an Inves- 
tigation he says he is making of 
the Kennedy assassination, con- 
tending federal intei^ention 
might only slow him down. 

Jim Garrison, betting his in- 
vestigators can prove a con- 
spiracy in New Orleans led to 
the death of President John F. 
Kennedy, spumed a suggestion 
he give his facts to the US at- 
torney general who could pass 
It on to President Johnson. 
"I am running this Investiga- 
tion, not the President, not the 
attorney general," said Garri- 
son. 

"I'm in charge of the operation 
and we've made a lot of progress 
working this way. So I don't 
propose to make any changes that 
mi^t result In a slowdown and 
make us less effective.' ' 

Adced what the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation is doing 
aix>ut Garrison's probe, an FBI 
spokesman said, "the only thing 
1 can say regarding any ques- 
tions about tibat Is, 'no com- 
ment.' " 

In Dallas, Tex., today Asst. 
Dist. Atty Bill Alexander said 
the Dallas district attorney's of- 
fice places little faith in asser- 
tions by Garrison that a plot to 
assassinate President Kennedy 
was started in New Orleans. 

Alexander, along with Dist. Atty. 
Henry Wade, was one of the 
prosecutors at the 1%4 mur- 
der trial of Jack Ruby, the man 
who killed alleged presidential 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Wade was not available for com- 
ment. 

After New Orleans newspapers 
broke the story of his investi- 
gation on Friday, Garrison said 
"irresponsible release of so 
many details" would delay the 
arrests he said would be forth- 
coming. 

The release of details and 
names, he said, "has now creat- 
ed a problem for us in finding 
witnesses and getting coopera- 
tion from other witnesses and in 
at least one case has endangered 
the life of a witness-a possible- 
witness- so that whatever time- 
table we might have had before 
is somewhat extended now." 

Garrison's statement was that 
an assassination plot was con- 
ceived In New (irleans, that he 
will find and arrest the conspir- 
ators and that he will obtain 
convictions causing widespread 
furor. 

Just what does he know at diis 

point? 

"Well, 1 can't aim It in 
terms of individuals or what 
mig^t turn out to be evidmce. 1 
can say that we have been In- 
vestigating Hie role of the city 
of New Orleans in the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy, and 
we have made some progress- 
I think substantial progress. At 
least we were making progress 
until the new^Mpers revealed 
a number of details. 
"We were keeping it confi- 
dential and were hoping to keep 
it confidential until the time came 
to make acme arrests." 
The district attorney refused to 
go into the question of whether 
only Lee Harvey Oswald was in- 
volved in die assassination of 
Kennedy in OaUas Nov. 22, 1963. 
'I'd railier not oommait on 
Am," Garrison said. 
*I will say this, that from our 
inquiry into the ntaner, tlwre 
is no question at all that otiwr 
iduals were involved in the 
iUal planning in the New Or- 



leans area which culminated in 
the lieath ol ['resident Kenned\." 
I: Mu- M, 3 Cuban exile, Ber- 
nart lurres, 32, who helped the 
Secret Service guard President 
Kennedx in Miami four days be- 
fore the jSS,.? - ir.ation, said Gar- 
rison had engaged him to look in- 
to the background of some Cubans 
reported to have been with Os- 
wald shortly before the shooting 
in Dallas. 

Torres said he believes the 



Warren commission-which said 
its exhaustive investigation 
showed there was no cn dili-.- 
evidence that anyone else was 
implicated-will be proved in- 
complete. 

In San Diego. Melvin Belli, an 
attorney, said Oswald and Jack 
Rub>, the man who slew OswalJ 
after Kennedy's death, were in 
New Orleans at the same time 
but it was just a coincidence.

Common Market Maybe Outcome 
of Latin Summit Conference 



BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP)-The Western 
Hemisphere's presidents probably will meet in 
mid-.April to launch a Latin-American common 
market following general agreement reached Sun- 
day on an agenda for the summit conference. 

The US and Latin- American foreign ministers 
have been working in rare harmonv since T\iesday 
to lay the groundwork for the first hemisphere 
summit conference since 1956. 1 resident Johnso:: 
and 19 Latin- American chiefs of state are exp ecteJ 
to meet about April 14 at the Punta del 1 ste, 
Uruguay. 

Tentative agreement on the agenda reportedK was 
reached in unusual weekend sessions, including 
some aboard Argentina's presulential \acht. I"he 
agenda is expected to include in addition to com- 
mon market plans, curbing of the Latin- Americar- 
arms race, outlining a "great society" corxepf 
for Latin America and a new spirit of coopera- 
tion among the nations. 

A final document on plans for the meeting may 
be submitted toda> or Tuesday, said Argentine 
Foreign .Minister Nicanor Costa .Mendez, the con- 
ference chairman.

Victims Should Get Concern 



WASHINGTON (AP)-lt's time 
there was more concern for the 
victim of a crime and a little 
less for the accused. 

This Is the point made by sev- 
en members of President John- 
son's 19-member crime com- 
mission, appointed in 1965, whose 
340-page report was made pub- 
lic Sunday. 

To get action the seven com- 
missioners, whom the other 12 
didn't Jointi suggest an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

Crime suspects-thanks to a Su- 
preme Court decision last June- 
now have more protection against 
police questioning, and therefore 



against conviction, than at any 
time in American history. 

A wave of criticism has rolled 
over the court since. Its decision 
was its interpretation for an indi- 
vidual's rights, no matter wiiohe 
is, the victim of a crime or the 
accused. 

To combat crime, the crime 
commission made 200 recom- 
mendations which over years 
would cost billions of dollar*;

Bombing Has Failed 
to Reduce Infiltration 



WASHINGTON (AP)-The bom- 
bing of North Vietnam has failed 
to reduce significantly the in- 
filtration of men and material 
into die South and there is no 
evidence increased aaacks would 
prove more successful.

"Undoubtedly, the bombing does 
limit die capability of the North 
Vietnamese to infiltrate men and 
equipment into the South," the 
d^nse chitf said. "But it is 
not dear that the limit tiiat re- 
sults is below the levd nec- 
essary to support the force in die 
South at the present time." 

Mdtfamara explained that des- 
pite his reservations he be- 
lieves die air canqiaign against 
the North has beoi successful 
when viewed against its st«ad 
objectives.

2. Increasing the cost to the 
North of its infiltration;

Th.'.s clearly makes police so- 
lution of crimes far toug^r and 
often, no dout>t, Itnpostflble. 

The seven commissioners said: 
"The time has come for a like 
concern for the rights of citi- 
zens to be free from arlminal 
molestation of their persons and 
property. 

"In many respects the victims 
of crime have been the forgot- 
ten men of our society- 
Inadequately protected, generally 
unconrqiensated, and the object of 
relatively little atteittion by the 
public at large." 

What federal acdon has been 
made has continued the trend of 
"strengthening the rights of ac- 
cused persons and limiting the 
power of law enforcement." 

The constitutional amendment 
the seven commissioners pro- 
pose would give the police more 
time and opportunity to question 
a crime suspect and malce the 
use of voluntary confessions 
more possible than they are now.

Wage Strike 



It is sad that at a university, which is supposed to 
be the haven of idealism, employees of that univer- 
sity cannot earn enough money to feed thier families. 

Colored maids and janitors make a pitiful 77 cents 
an hour and have a 46- hour week. For too long we 
have condoned this archaic wage scale with our sil- 
ence. 

Yesterday, a letter from one of the maids came in- 
to our offices. This woman was decrying conditions 

which are not only an outrage to the moral fiber of 
all of as, but were downright illegal when the mini- 
mum wage law is considered. Upon reading it, we 
were ashamed. Ashamed of the administration for re- 
peatedly refusing to meet with these workers, and 
ashamed of ourselves for not having committed our- 
selves sooner. 

There is a great deal of publicity given to the Free- 
dom Schools movement. li is a good and necessary 
thing, but let us not lose sight of the immediate, ^'e 
have people working on the FSU campus who, very 
simply, do not make enough to live on! 

It has been rumored that these underpaid workers 
will strike for higher wages and improved working 
conditions. If they do strike we give them oar total 
support. It is high time that the workers here forced 
the issue and brought it to the attention of everyone, 
including the administration. 

We cannot strike in sympathy with these people, 
but we can and will start a strike fund to help the 
strikers while they are picketing. 

We are ready to put our idealistic principles into 
practice. Let us hope that those people responsible 
for wages will do the same.

The 1st of February the house- 
keepers had a meeting with Miss 
McCoIlum; later they c,nme bade 
and met with the maids and told 
us about liie raise to $1 per hour.

Also, when we came 
to work on Sundays, we would 
have to go to whatever building 
a housekeeper would be In charge 
to check our time.

How- 
ever, the;, had been paying us 
for two hours' work each Sunday, 
and we ne\er worked more than 
one or less. 

Why must the students' tuition 
fees have to be increased to give 
the maids and janitors a raise 
but not for the other working 
people of this universit .? 

Would It be anv worse being 
in a prison stock jde? 

The maids and janitors cannot 
even get a message from the 
switchboard— your message has 
to be given to the housekeeper 
and she has to give it to the 
maid or janitor.

College squads frequently employ the exciting 
Mlcourt press in an attempt to induce ball-hand- 
ling errors and create wild-eyed panic. \Miether 
the result is that professional teams seldom use 
the "press" more than sparingly.

Leon County may soon be as 
wet as any county in the state 
a? far as regulation of the sale 
jr.c consumption of liquor is 
Concerned. 

fhe rumor of the change, which 
has been circulating around the 
area for several months, actual- 
ly proved to be the beginning of 
a concrete drive to allow mixed 
drinks to be served In hotels, 
motels and lounges. Recently die 
Leon County Committee for 
Economic Growth Inc., mailed 
almost 35,000 petition cards to 
the registered voters of the coun- 
ty calling for such an election. 

.According to the chairman of the 
commlnee, Benjamin Phippsjr., 
approximateh 8.200 cards, or 25 
per cert of the registered votes, 
: usi be returned to the 
conmuttee to bring the issue to 
the voters. 

ITie letter which accompanied 
e.ich petition to the homes of 
Leon County voters included the 
statement: 

"CUir committee believes Leon 
Countv has gi^at economic 
growth potential, but we must 
have the atmosphere and the 
background for that growth. We 
need more .ind better restau- 
rants, niore tourist facilities, 
new and diversified pj\ rolls and 
more convention and legislative 
accomodations for Tallahassee to 
grow and remain the capital 
cit>." 

Phipps related that recent action 
in the state legislature has con- 
cerned Itself with the posslblity 
of moving the state capital to 



the Orlando area. 

"This is more than a publicity 
stunt," Phipps said, "There is 
sincere Interest in the idea be- 
cause of the fact that Tallahassee 
Is a dull little town." 

He listed four of the general 
complaints of state legi^ators. 
They were: 

1) Most le^slators consider 
they are being overdiarged for 
housing. 

2) Poor air travel in and out 
of the area. 

3) Poor tdephone service. 

4) Tallahassee is a dead town. 
"If tills city cannot interest 

those persons who are forced 
to work here, how can It ever 
ejqject to become a large con- 
vention city?" Phipps ad^. 

Should the petition be signed 
and the election become an actual 
event, the voters will be 
faced with two questions, as is 
prescribed by state law. 

The first question is a wet-dry 
decision. The voter must decide 
whether or not he wants Intoxi- 
cating beverages to be sold ir 
Leon County. 

The second question concerns 
itself with the extent of the sale 
of alcohol In the county. The 
voter must decide whether or 
not the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages should be sold In pack- 
age stores only or In package 
stores and over- the counter in 
the form of mixed drinks. 

It was in such an election in 
1960 that the county went fror 
an all-dry county to the preser 
situation in which only packil^ 
stores can operate. 

The present system, won by ap 
proximately 700 votes inthel96( 
election.

FSU Students Pay Vlore 
for Laundry and Cleaning 



As of Jan. 1, the FSU student 
body and departmental customers 
began paying a substantial 
increase for University laundry 
and dry cleaning. 

The hike was planned to cover 
the Increased labor costs that 
would result when laundry work- 
ers began receiving minimum 
wages, effective as of Feb. 1, 
said Philip Hunt, director of 
auxiliaries. 

However, because of a mandate 
from Florida .Attorney General 
i.jr! Falrcloth, no compliance 
mav be -nade to the federal mini- 
mum wage law until the Supreme 
Court has passed its decision on 
the State of Florida's appeal to 

u'lhf'. the law witMn its bor-

Dave Gi rdan ■ ann ounced today 
that candidates running f'-r Stu- 
dent Senate, class offices, judi- 
ciary and H.nor C -urt in the 
second spring election may be- 
eln filing for office this evening 
it 5. in room 337 in the Uni- 
versUy Union. 

Grade requirements for all of- 
fices, with the exception of class 
presidents, are a 2.0 overall 
average.

70 trimester hours by September 
junior standing is listed at 40 
hours. To qualify for sophomore 
standing, a student must have 
comSd at least 10 houi^ 
ac^rding to the Student Body 
ConsUtution and Statutes.

Hunt explained that all auxili- 
aries, including the laundry, are 
self-sustaining and receive no 
State funds. Since no funds were 
avallalbe, price bikes were the 
means employed to pay the in- 
creased salaires. 

"The Auxiliaries Dept. is ready, 
willing, and able to pay the in- 
crease," Hunt added. "Only the 
communication &x)m the Attorney 
General is prevradng us from 
raising salaries." 

Tbe controversy over the mini- 
mum wage raises is a result 
of a conflict between the federal 
bill's demand that workers be 
paid overtime for working over 
44 hours per week and a State 
law that forbids State institittlons 
from paying any overtime. 

Deaifline for a S^reme CkHirt 
decision is Mardi 28. 

Hunt said that if the Supreme 
Court votes to uphold the federal 
bill, all people working for the 
auxiliaries will receive backpay, 
retroactive to Ftb. 1. 

Approximately 30 to 3Sworters 
are employed at the University 
laundry and dry cleaning plant. 

A dry cleaning worker revealed 
that the laundry plant had former- 
ly employed more people, but 
"poor pay drove diMn away." 

Woiicers in the plant receive 
salaries of $.85 tq>. according 
to the type work diey are trained 
to do. 

Unskilled laundry workers are 
among the ^)proxlmately 130 
persons out of the 5,700 die Uni- 
versity enqiloys who are paid 
less than $1 an hour. 

Employees of the University 
are being paid according to wages 
outlined in the budget from al- 
most two years ago. 



the business men in the county 
are In favor of the proposed 
election, Phipps continued. The 
Tallahassee Chamber of Com- 
merce and Junior Chamber of 
Commerce have already stated 
that they are in favor of the 
election. 

The local liquor licensees have 
already said they were in favor 
of the election and a move to 
the completely wet system, 
Phl[^s added. 

Should the electtongo complete- 
ly wet. itere are four types of 
liquor licenses wfaldi can be 
issued to the persons concerned 
in the area: 

1) The quota license in Leon 
Cmmty wmild allow one lionise 
per 5,000 residents. In most 
counties in the state, however, 
the quota is measured per 2,500 
residents. 

2) All hotels and motels with 
at least 100 rooms would be 
allowed to afix a lounge onto 

their establishment. 

3) Special club licenses would 
oe given state beverage direc- 
tor to such groups as country 
clubs and fraternal organiza- 
tions. 

4) Finally, licenses would be 
granted to restaurants with a 
200-person capacity and a mini- 
mum of 4,000 square feet of floor 
space. This was in the general 
state law but was deleted recent- 
ly. However, the majority of the 
counties have had enabling bills 
passed in the legislature to al- 
low this type of license. TTie 
upcoming session of the legis- 
lature could pass such an 
enabling act. 

"An interesting fact," F'hipps 
said, "is that if the election 
votes support the status quo. 
It -vould mean that no intoxi- 
cating beverage *ith more than 
3.2 per cent alcohol could be 
sold for consumption on the 
premises of any establishment." 

I'hipps said that the recent de- 
cision by the new director of the 
Beverage Dept., I )on Mellkejohn, 
will enforce the beverage laws of 
the state to the letter of the law. 

Two questions which arose 
among many of the persons con- 
cerned were answered by a 
representative of Ivleiklejohn's 
Beverage Dept., 

If the move is made to a coni- 
pletely wet situation, those ; cr- 
sons who own package stores will 
be allowed to attach lounges to 
their operations. These proprie- 
tors will, however, have to re- 
apply to the Beverage Dq|>t. for 
a license which allows consump- 
tion on the premises. 

The package store owner would 
have to pay an additional $1,200 
to the department for the license, 
as well as meetiiig the local 
zoning and sanitation require- 
ments, he said. 

A package store license costs 
$900 in addition to the expenses 
of meeting all odier state 
requirements.

NEW YORK (AP) - A factorj- 
worker who adinitred slaying hi;- 
wife and five children has beer, 
freed because he was n.a in- 
formed of his rights as outlined 
In an historic Supreme Court 
decision last year. His confes- 
sion was the only available evi- 
dence agaiiist hiiT!. 

"Even an animal such as this 
one, and 1 believe this is Insult- 
ing the animal kingdom, must be 
protected with all the legal safe- 
guards," said State Supreme 
Court Justice Michael Kern Mon- 
day in dismissing the indictment 
against Jose Suarez, 22. 

It was the latest such action in 
New York City resulting from 
the Supreme Court decision. 



Three men were freed in murder 
trials in New YorkClty last m^inth 
by S:a;e Supreme Coun justices 
after rulings that they had not 
been informed i their right to 
counsel before they confessed. 

"This is a very sad thing," 
said Justice Kern in freeing 
Suarez. "It is su repulsive it 
makes one's blood run cold and 
any decent huiT.an being's 
stomach turn to let a thing like 
this out on the street." 

The U.S. Supreme Coun, in a 
5-4 decision last June 13, ordered 
a new trial for Ernest A. Miran- 
da, 26, who had been convicted 
on charges of kidnaping an 18-

.Mansfield said he regards 
Helms as "the best administra- 
tor the agency has ever had." 
He said he is convinced the dir- 
ector feels that President John- 
son's order cutting off any CIA 
funds to student groups was wise 
and will clear the way for 
strengthened Intelligence opera- 
tions. 

The Washington Post reported 
that the Institute f )r Labor Re- 
search, a new defunct organiza- 
tion headed by former Socialist 
party leader Norman Thomas, 
received more than $1 million 
from a foundation identified as a 
conduit for CIA funds. 

The Post said the institute was 
financed almost entirely between 
1961 and 1963 by the J..M. Kap- 
lan Fund of New York, which Con - 
gressl mal investigators identi- 
fied In 1964 as a channel for ClA 
money.

Amen. It is about time the sleepy little village 

of Tallahassee, as it has been called by many a 
Tallahassee visitor, woke-up and realized that if 
it is ever going to become a city, it is going to have 
to start fliinking like cms. 

It is a poor day when the capital of one of this 

nation's greatest states is nothing more than a 
sleeping village, quietly holding back any form of 
prepress which could create a city in the midst of 
rural Florida. 

Cities are not made simply on the prerequisite 
of population. It takes a certain attitude on the part 

of those who are representatives of the people in 
the local structure of government and those who are 
the actual voters of community. 

Unfortunately, Tallahassee seems to be stuck with 
some strange ideas all around, ideas which in some 
circles coald be termed "redneck.'* 

The future of Tallaliassee lies in its ability to prove 
that it has a sincere desire to represent the State 
of Florida as its capital. If it does not, ideas of 
moving the capital, such as the one presently cir- 
culating in the state legislature, could well find some 
grounds for consideration. 

The wet-dry election is very definitely a key to 
proving whether or not Tallahassee is going to become 
an outstanding and progressive city.

Also 
exempt are persons w rrklng in 
the nation's 4,061 draft bnards 
and In many other g >vernment 
positions. 
Because of a sizeable drain on 
the nation's military manpower 
with the increasing combat de- 
mands of the Vietnam war, some 
untapped sources will have to 
be found to supply the necessary 
moi.

FSU Challenges Gators 



Facing the possibility of losing 
its leading scorer, FSU meets 
the U of F tonight at 8 p.m. 
In Its final and most critical 
borne contest. 

The arch-rival Gators invade 
Tallahassee with a freshman 
team also, whose game will be- 
gin at 5:45. 

According to Coach Hugh Dur- 
ham. 'The playing status of Bill 
Glenn will not be known much 
before tip-off time; if he's able 
to play, he will start the game. 
Otherwise, he probably will not 
be substituted.' 

The 6-4 junior dislocated his 
left kneecap last Saturday night 
In the Tribe's fifth straight tri- 
umph, an 84-76 deslcfon over 

Florida Southern. 

If :he FSU hi'inir student does 
no[ n;ake the starting lineup, 
Durham reported, "It will pro- 
bably be Dave Russ or, if Dick 
Danford stays out ,f foul trou- 
ble, we may play both big men, 
Danford and Ken Doyle, at the 
same time." Aniither possible 
starter is captain Brian Mur- 
phy, a 5-10 seni-r guard. 

The strategy against U of F 
may depend Ijrgely up>n the 
presence or absence of c;ienn, 
because of the scoring strength 
that he represents. Averaging 
15.9 pts. per game and - ver 20 
pts. in recent Ci niest, the Tritje 
forward cann^; be replaced in 
scoring power. However, "Ross 
is nearly Glenn's equal as a 
reboun&r," said Durham , so 



the Semlnoles will not lose ground 
in this respect. 
With or without Glenn, the Seml- 
noles, now 10-12 for the season, 
will be definite underdogs against 
the U of F. The Gators are 
enjoying their finest cage year 
ever with an 18-4 mark, including 
12 SEC victories. This is the 
tallest club FSU has faced in 
many years, a team which leads 
the nation In reboundii^ (50.4 
per game compared to FSU's 
38.1). 

Earlier this season, the U of 
F dumped the Semlnoles 50-30 
in Gainesville when FSU tried 
to execute a slowdown game. 

Aside from Glenn, Durham's 
usual starters are Jeff Hogan 
(13.2), Ian Morrison (10.5), Dar- 
rel Stewan (10.3) and Danford 
(8.6). 

The Gator front line, forwards 
Gary Keller (6-9) and Gary Mc- 
Elroy (6-5) along with center 
.Seal Walk (6-10), averages an 
awesome 6-8. Rounding out the 
U of F starters are captain 
Skip Higley (6-0) and David Mil- 
ler (6-5), the team 's sec ond lead 
ing scorer (14.3). Keller head; 
the Gat 'T point-makers with 15.2 
pi s. per game. 

Higley IS not a prolific sc-rer, 
but he Stands as the key l'^ a 
Gator fast-Lireak, since he c ^n- 
tnilf the ball running upcoun. 
Durham noted that "We may try 
to use the full-Court press in 
atiempiing to neutralize their 
belKht advaniance," and a^aln 



Higley will oe the key figure 
here, since he has enough drib- 
bling ability to resist pressing 
tactics. 

Seminole chances may depend 
heavily upon foul-calling, since 
Stewan and Danford have fouled 
out nine and eight times, res- 
pectively, this season. 

Other than Danford and Glenn, 
each of whom averages eight 
rebounds per game, no Semi- 
nole collects more that four re- 
boiir'1= e"i.-h c n'e- • .

Solons Join 'Bandwagon'

Ihe Florida State University 
Student Senate jumped m the pro- 
test bandwagon In Its weekly 
meeting yesterday, passing a 
resolution "disdaining the pre- 
sent Controversy over the method 
of administration and condition 
of the public scho '1 system In 
Tallahassee and Leon County." 
The student legislature labeled 
the current cause for boycotts 
as "justified," but called on the 
Leon County school officials to 
"take whatever steps are neces- 
sary" to eliminate such a cause. 
Within the resolution the Sen- 
ate also affirmed the right of 
any student of Florida State Uni- 
versity to participate in any 
peaceful activity designed lo im- 
prove conditions in the aforemen- 
tioned school system. In the same 
vein, the Senate also affirmed 
the position stated publicly by the 
ad hoc committee of concerned 
faculty. The faculty has also come 
out against the current school 
situation. 



In other action. Senator Gene 
Steams moved that the second 
spring elections be moved back 
to March 22, citing candidacy 
filing and party conventions as 
need for additional time. The mo- 
tion was passed. 

The newly-formed University 
Promotions Bureau was also 
clally recognized, and a bill was 
passed to give the Secretary of 
State control over its Jurisdic- 
tion. 

The all-important bill concern- 
ing rules and regulations govern- 
ing student conduct was Intro- 
duced for the first tlnne titer a 
short address by Student Body 
President Larry Gonzalez. 

Gonzalez uiged action on pass- 
age of a concrete, singular set 
of rules and asked that coopera- 
tion and Interaction between 
Men's and Women's Senate be 
kept in mind and carried over to 
the floor vi Smdem Senate meet- 
ings.

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ACLU Asks Ban on 

Interracial Marriages 



The American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) urged this month 
the United States Supreme Coun 
to strike d wn • tlie last rem- 
nants of legali-^ed slavery in vur 
country" by declaring unconsti- 
tutional the ban on interracial 
marriage in Virginia and sixteen 
other states. 

"Legalized racial prejudice .. . 
sh .uld nut exist in a free soci- 
ety," the Union stated. 

\n ACLU brief filed with the 
high Court argued that the anti- 
miscegenailon laws violate the 
Fourteenth Amendment's equal 
protection clause. They also vio- 
late due process of law by "ar- 
bitrarily and capriciously" In- 
fringing on the constitutionally 
pnitected right of marriage. 
The civil liberties group stress- 
ed ;h;ii "ihe elab..rate legal 
struc:ure of segregation has been 
vinuaily obliterated with the ex- 
ertion of the miscegenation 
laws."

They were 
charged with attempting to evade 
the Virginia ban on interracial 
marriages. 

One-year prison terms were 
suspended for tiie Lovlngs on 
condition that tliey both leave 
Virginia "at once and do not re- 
turn together or at the same time 
...for a period of 25 years.' 
The couple lived in Washington 
for a few years, but In 1963 
they decided to 'fight the convic- 
tion and the sentence of banish- 
ment from their home state. 

On March 7, 1966 tlie Supreme 
Coun of Appeals of Virginia up- 
held the state anti-miscegenation 
statutes, and the brief todayflled 
with tJie United States Supreme 
Court is an appeal from that 
decision. 

"So long as (anti-miscegenaiion 
laws) stand, they will continue to 
perpetuate racial bitterness and 
Constitute an open affront to the 
dignity of the individual Negro 
Americtiii, " said the I ni iii. 

The grou|> pointed out that the 
Virginia laws "were originally 
passed primarily for economic 
and Social reasons as a means 
to f ster and implement the insti- 
tution of slavery ... (and) were 
also cite products of the majority 
white group's racial and religious 



prejudices and fears oi tne Ne- 
gro." 

Arguing that ' there can ae no 
doubt" that the conviction of the 
Lovings was based on race, the 
ACLU brief maintained that 
"when a Negro is denied the right, 
solely because he is a Negr i, to 
marry a white woman who wishes 
to mari-y him, the law discrim- 
inates against him and denies him 
as well as the woman equal pro- 
tection of the laws," 
Earlier Virginia court decisions 
have upheld anti-miscegenation 
laws which have two purposes: 
"to preserve the racial integrity 
of its citizens," and to prevent 
"corruption of the blood" from 
racial Intermixing which would 
"weaken or destroy the quality 
of (Virginia's) citizenship.' 
The ACUJ brief points out, how- 
ever, that Virginia's 1924 Racial 
Integrity Act "preserves only the 
integrity of one group: members 
of the so-called "White' or 'Anglo 
Saxon Race,' " 

"White persons" may marry 
only "white persons," but "col- 
ored persons" may marry any- 
one except "wlilte persons." No 
laws are "more ^fmboUc of the 
Negro's relegation to second- 
class citizenship," the brief de- 
clared. 

Noting tliat states have the power 
to regulate marrl^es, the ACLU 
brief said that "the state has the 
burden to show an overriding leg- 
islative purpose to justify" re- 
strictions on marriage rights . , . 
There is no such purpose to 
justify antl - misc^enaiion 
laws." 

The brief pointed out; ' 'Virginia 
has not presented, and we submit 
cannot present, reputable sci- 
entific evidence to prove that a 
person of mixed blood is some- 
how 'Inferior' in quality to one 
of racial purity, assuming argu- 
endo that a person of racial purity 
such as a pure Cau: asian exists. 

Most serious students of anthro- 
pology do not even consider this 
^:uo: t: a present problem for 
re -eai vli, agreeing that the races 

f the world are essentially equal 
in native ability and capacity for 
civili/ation and that group differ- 
ences are for the most part 
cultural and environmental, not 
hereditary."

The Leon County school system vi-ili fine thai a 
majoritv- of its Negro stu^nts will be absent from 
their res-alar rIassrDon-.s for three days next week. 
These sr::r:r-:5 ••.li:. instead, be participating in 
Freedon. S.noOiS spons-^red by members of the 
FSU faculty and student body, as well as members 
of other institutions o: hijher learning in the area. 

The Freedom Schools are the direct result of a 
proposed boycott of all schools by Negro students 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday of next week in 
order to protest poor conditions and the actual 
practice of segregation in the local school system. 

It seems so very long ago that the Sipreme Court 
of the United States handed do-vm its famous decision 
on the practice of maintaining segregated systems 
of school operation 

However, it does not seem that in the time lapse 
since the 1954 ruling that the news has reached 
the capital cit>' of Florida 

^"e feel that the purposed boycott of local schools 
by Negro students is an excellent method of attract- 
ing attention to the deplorable system which affects 
so very many Negro students in the area. 

The moral issue was decided in 1954. No person, 
regardless of race, color or creed, shall be denied 
the right to a decent education, equal to that given 
any other youth. 

Leon County seems to think that it has the right 
to give the white children, and the select group ol 
Negro students in white schwls. i decent chance for 
a resf>ectable education. Yet, it still ignores the 
predominately Negro schools in the area. 

As long as the officials of Leon County are going 
to allow this system to operate, we fully support 
ever\' Negro student's right to protest his mis- 
treatment in what is called a nation with equality 
for all. 

The Freedom Schools, on the other hand, are 
only a link for the white community, the portion 
^»iiich is upset about such injustice as this, to reach 
those in the Negro community. 

The Freedom School hopefully will prove to the 
average Negro that ever\' white man does not have 
white-sheeted iOu Klux idan ideas. 

If you, as a student or faculty memoer of this 
University, sincerely care for the rights of your 
fellow Americans you will stand-up and be counted 
on their side. 

You will help the purposed Freedom Schools, as 
much as you possibly can, if you want to help these 
fellow citizens enjoy all their rights as citizens.

that Russian students' comments 
and answers about their own 
country's government "seemed 
to be memorized, rather than 
spontaneous." 

Roger Vallee an FSU stude: t, 
said Russian students in Lenin 
grad who spoke hnellsh "were 
anxious to talk to us, but wouldn't 
walk down the mam street with 
us because the police might see 
them with .Americans." 

A similar experience was noted 
by Rick Bouiett, also an FSU stu- 
dent, vtrhose conversation with a 
Russian student led him to ask 
if Russia had a secret police 
system. 

Bennett repons that "The stu- 
dent got up, opened the door, 
looked up and down the hail, 
locked the door, pulled his chair 
close to me and whispered, 'No. 
there is no secret police in Rus- 
sia.' " 

Contrary to the "progressive" 
patriotism exhibited b\ most of 
the Russian students. "this one," 
said Bennett, "pointed out that 
the Russian standard of living 
has dropped since 1961 because 
of the Russia has sent to 
Met Nam. and he also questioned 
Russia's race to the moon, when 
his people were not properly 
provided for." 

Bennett, after his discussion 
with the Russian student, said he 
"now appreciated America'? 
freedom of speech and thoue.',;. 
and the .American heritage, m re 
than ever." 

The group spent most of Christ- 
ma* Day on the train from W ar- 
saw to Motcow, and .Miss Howie 
noted that "We knew when we 
were in Russia. Armed guards 
came into the train and checked 
all the compartments thoroughly, 
including the lights. We had to 
shuw jII our luggage and purses, 
ar.c we h.id our p a sspons checked 
and counter- checked. It was just 
like in the movies.'' 

In different descriptions of the 
tour, two sets of Florida students 
described being follnwed in 
Russia b> "a man taking 
pictures." .Miss Howie said their 
guide told the group that 
"he wanted to learn to speak 
English," but that the unknown 
photographer never tried to talk 
to any of them, and was eventual- 
ly replaced b\ a woman who con- 
tinued to photograph the group. 

Vallee noted that the siiide gave 
three different stories about the 
photographer's presence before 
they asked if he was a mem..er 
of the secret police. " I"he next 
day, he wasn't with us anymore, 
Vallee added. 

All in all. the students found 
Russia "great" and in- 
teresting." but they were not 
enthusiastic about going back lor 
another visit. "It "1**=../°" 
realize," said Leland. that 
people are people everywhere and

Impressed with the "cultural 
activities" of .Moscow and the 
"poverty" of the peoples behind 
the Iron Curtain, the students 
said they had learned the value 
of being an American.

Other hlghlighis >j'l the trip re- 
corded b', the students included 
compliments for Budapest's 
"Turkish baths," tried by a num- 
ber of students, and Moscow's 
"rubber- wheeled subway sys- 
tem—overly elaborate with chan- 
deliers, carpets and marble 
walls." 

V isits to Lenin's tomb brought 
an observation from Miss Fitz- 
hugh that she didn't think Lenin's 
body was real, "because it looked 
plastic." 

The group also toured the Krem- 
lin and the Pushkin Museum and 
anended a performance by 
the Red Army Band in the Palace 
of Congress. 

Besieged everywhere they went 
by profiteers in search of Ameri- 
can goods, the students said they 
received and refused "fantastic 
offers" for ordinary items like 
chewing gum and ball-point pens. 

One girl described Russian de- 
partment stores as places "which 
corned merchandise 20 years 
behind the times in style, and 20 
>ears ahead of times in prices 
--kind of like a Goodwill store 
with Sak's Fifth Avenue prices." 

Speaking for her 19 tour mates, 
.Miss Keglovits concluded, 
really enjoyed our trip 
was so good to get home to 
Florence where we can talk to 
the people. . .and smile. . .

I h? chapter stressed the fact that it does not want to talce sides in the squabble 
3e!ween the Le n County School Board and parents dissatisfied with the local N^ro 

; :r. 1 situation. 

:; a j int statement issued a week ago t.jday, Frank Hartsfteld, Leon County 
>ca 1 Board chairman, and Freeman Ashmore, school superintendent, indicated 
i.»iat "those persons irresponsible enough -o advocate this action (boycotting) ,n 
the pan of the (Negro) students do n thave the best interest of the student at hean." 

The statement went on to say, "Any efforts to induce our junior college students 
to panicipate in such a boycott could result in their expulsion from the junior 
c Uegc." Likewise, "Any encouragement on the pan of Leon County School Board 
employees could jeopardize their contractual status with the Leon County School 
System.' 

As a course <rf action to follow if the boycott is staged with participation from 
fallabassee Junior College concerns, the Leon Sctiool Board expressed tiiat there 




existed "a possibility of writing a letter to the Board of Regents In regard to the 
members of the university staff who are subjecting tbelr judgment for that of elected 
officials and would be contributing to the delinquency of minors or encouraging 

disobedience of minors." 

In rebuttal to the statement issued by the board officials, the AAUP expressed 
"deep concern at the possibility of intimidation of students and faculty for local 
political purposes and it urged upon all parties an attftude fA tolerance and respect 
for each otlier." 

"We cannot even imagine the possible intent of a letter to the Board of Regents 
regarding university faculty members whose judgment differs from the elected 
officials. The Board of Regents lias wisely tried to recruit the top academic talent 
of the nation to oiu: State university system and has never supposed that even its 
own judgment (much less that of elected officials) was sacrosanct or that a distin- 
guished faculty could be assembled n the basis of i.jcal wishes or p litics.'' 

The A-\UP went on to urgetolerence f \ie'.vs as the difference between "Indoctrin- 
ating and educating .'ur youth," and labeled the "attempt to take 2d\aniage -f ihe 
insecurity of faculty and students in a new institution as shameful and as a stunt 
to independent intellectual development.

QUINCV— Doug Uobson, the FSU 
student turned State Senate candi- 
date, spoke to a group of voters 
here Thursday evening and dis- 
cussed the sub-standard educa- 
tion structures of the small coun- 
ties of Northwest Florida. 
"\ don't believe it is possible 
to over state the seriousness 
of the problem," Dobson began. 
"Our schools now find them- 
selves as a result of decades 
of neglea and financial starva- 
tion." 

"Things are so bad in a great 
many schools— especially here 
in the Florida panhandle— that 
a lot of sdiool teachers are told 
not to talk about their school's 
shortcomings," he said. 

Dobson gave detailed connplalnts 
on various educational Insti- 
tutions in the fifth district, of 
which Dobson is running. 

In the local Tallahassee hig^ 
school, Leon Hi^, Dobson 
pointed out that the electrical 



wiring Is far below the standard 
of physical safety for the at- 
tendance of students. 

Dobson is an honors student 
at Florida State m the Dept. 
of Government. He is running 
against the Incumbant Maliory 
Home. 

Dobson went further to pin point 
many of the physical defects of 
the Gadsden county school system 
of which Qulncy is a part. 

Dobson continued, "We can have 
a good system of education in 
Florida. We must have one. We 
must have one as fast as we 
can get money and ideas and 
people and bricks and mortar 
ti^edier." 

"We have already waited too 
long," he said. "Cost is not the 
major consideration. We can af- 
ford whatever it may cost to 
build the kind of school inxtgram 
our children deserve." 

"We can not afford to give them 
anything less." he concluded.

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'Suicide' is Fate of Would-be Witness 



NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP)-OIst. 
Atty. Jtan Garrison hinted Thurs- 
day that free-lance pilot Davis 
W. Ferrle carried to his grave 
some secrets atwut President 
John F, Kenneth's assassination. 

Ferric, 48, who described him- 
self as a psycliologlst and pri- 
vate detective as well as a flyer, 
was fotmd dead in Us bed Wed- 
nesday. 

Garrison, the6-feot;-6gun-tot- 
Ing prosecutor, called the death 
"apparent suicide." 

The coroner. Dr. Nicholas 
Chena, said tests were not com- 
plete but death seemed due to a 
massive brain hemirrhage, with 
no sign f suicide except a curi- 
'1US, unsigned undated ncite say- 
ing death was a "sweet prospect" 

Ferrie w.'i= n the nrmk "f 
producing inf rriia: i n that c uld 
have been imp nan:, said Gar- 
ris jn, wh se assassinati n 
probe-staned 1 ng after the U ar-

"We felt that he was really 



now ready to talk candidly, to 
contribute to this important in- 
vestigation," said Garris n. 
"Now he's gone and it will be 
much harder tu make the con- 
nections between cenain people. 
But I'm sure we'll make them 
anyway. 

"I'm just as optimistic today 
as 1 was rwo days ago." 

Two days ago. Garrison was 
insisting that his effun t > prove 
a conspiracy in the assassination 
of President Kennedy will result 
in arrests and convictions. 

The President was shot in 
Dallas. Tex., Nov. 22, 1963. Gar- 
rison insists that a conspiracy to 
murder him was conceived in New 
Orleans. 

No "credible evidence" of a 
conspiracy was found by the War- 
ren Commission, which said Ken- 
nedy was killed by Lee 'Harvey 
Oswald-a former New Orleans 
re-iden; - ting al- ine.

Because 
Ferrie had expressed fears for 



his life, Garrison said he pr >- 
vided him a temporai7 hide ut 
at a m 'tor hotel here. 

"Evidence developed by ur of- 
fice had 1-ng since confirmed 
that he was inv ited in events 
culminating in the assassinati ii 
of President Kennedy, "Garrison 
said. 

The nude b dy f Ferrie, who 
operated a flying service here, 
was found in the calm posture 
of sleep, covered to the ctest 
by a bedsheet.

Although 15 bottles of vari- 
ous pills were on a table, the 
coroner said no drugs we re found 
other than those used for vas- 
cular disease. He said Ferrie 
was bum ^ith a weak blood 
vessel at the base of his brain.

Constitution 

Amended 

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Johnson officiated yesterday tiie 
formal certification of the 2Sth 
Amendment to the Constltutlon- 
a ctiange that takes two twidens 
from the President's mind. 

The amendment establishes 
means for dealing with presiden- 
tial disability and for filling a 
vacancy in the office of vice 
president. 

It actually became pan of the 
Constitution Feb. 10, when the 
38th stater ailed heaaid- 

ment. 

Today's White House actV lies 
mostly are ceremonial. 

Johnson, who twice has under- 
gone major surgery while Presi- 
dent, no longer need na ke a 
private agreement with \ice 
President Hubert H. Hunphrey 
about who should do what in 
case of presidential disability. 

Briefly, the amendment pro- 
vides for the vice president to 
discharge powers andduies of 
the presidency If tlie president, 
or the vice president and a ma- 
jority of the Cabinet or other 
body set by law, write Congress 
that the presiitent is disabled. 

The president gets the powers 
and tbities back again when he 
says he's no longer disabled. If 
tbe vice president and the pre- 
viously named executives dUsa- 
gree. Congress decides who's 
light. 

The amendment provides that 
any vacancy in the vice presi- 
dency be filled by presidential 
nomination and c nflrmation by 
a majority vote of both houses 
of Congress.

Attempting to define tbe ttma 

and problems of the modem uni- 
versity, 67 junior and senior 
students shared ideas and ideals 
during FSLTs second student- 
facuJty colloquium this vteeha nil 
at Callaway Gardens, Ga. 
The colloquium program, which 
began at FSL" last fall. Is aimed 
at furthering comniunicatlons be- 
tween students and faculty mem- 
bers through a non-formal 
seminar on a topic of mutual 
interest. Dean of Students John 
Care> set the theme for the 
2 1/2 days of discussion by 
stating that the students and 

faculty were different only in 
being "junior and senior 
scholars," both In pursuit of 
the same thing, but having spent 
a different amount of time pur- 
suing it. 

With the temperature outaide 
an uncomfortable 13 degraes, 
the partlcipama met for four 
discussions on different aai>eaa 
of "The Role of the University 
In American Society," the theme 
of this colloquium. The fourcen- 
tral discussion t<^lcs centered 
upon defining what a university 
Is. considering Its relation 
to society, identifying the pres- 
. sures which are placed upon it 
and projecting what effect tbeae 
items will bave on the funire 
of FSU. 

: ach topic was introduced with a 
: rief speech by a faculty member 
or student, but the ideas 
presented In the speeches proved 
only a jumping-off place for small 
discussion groups, composed of 
students and faculty members. 

Debate on topics ranging from 
the necessity of a liberal arts 
program in a university to the 

ecessiry for women's rules con- 
tinued late into the night on both 
Friday and Saturday, with the 
average "curfew" being around 
i a.m.

Freedom Schools Not 
Illegal, Says Spriggs 



The Freedom Schools, which 
were originally scheduled for 
today, tomorrow and Wednes- 
day as part of a boycott of Leon 
County Negro schools, have been 
cancelled, jcc niing to Kent 
Spriggs. cha.r ■-: ■ f :he AHoc 
Committee for freedurr, schools. 
Spriggs has issued the follow- 
ing statement to assure those 
who volunteered as Freedom 
Teachers that the legality of the 
Freedom Schools was not ques- 
tioned in the Federal Court hear- 
ing last Thursday which resulted 
in the cancellation of the schools. 
"Last Thursday afternoon. 
Judge Harrold Carswell. of the 
Federal District Court for the 
Western Distria of Florida, 
heard arguments on a motion for 
a temporary restraining order 
to prohibit certain litigants In 
a suit before him from violating 
the Florida compidsory school 
attendance law. 

At the termination of the argu- 
n«it. Judge Carsw^ announced 
that he would sign an order a- 



gainst the plaintiffs in the suit, 
one of which was the NAACP. 
In compliance with the order 
which was to be issued, the 
NAACP asked the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee for the Freedom Sdiools 
that plans for the sdwols be can- 
celled. An announcement to this 
effect appeared in Friday's 
FLAMBEAU. 

"It is of utmost Importance that 
everyone, especially those wrtio 
were generous enough to volun- 
teer as Freedom School Teadw 
. know that Judge Carswell 
no way questioned the legality 
the Freedom Schools. His 
Intended order, as announced 
from the bench, was directed 
solely at the litigants in the 
suit. It was directed solely at 
enforcing the compulsory school 
attendance law (Florida Statutes 
Chapter 232)— the subject of the 
litigation. 
"The Saturday edition of the 
Tallahassee Democrat indicated 
that Judge Carswell did not sign 
the order."

BOSTON (.A.P)-An attorney for 
Alben IJeSalvo, the man who says 
he is the "Boston Stringier, " 
said Sunday that UeSalvo's life 
may be in danger if he is kepi 
at Walpole State Prison. 

DeSalvo was being held In a 
hospital cell at the prison after 
his dramatic escape from a state 
hospital sent shoek waves 
through the country. 

Gov. John A. Volpe ordered an 
investigation into the escape by 
DeSalvo and two other Inmates 
from the state hospital at Bridge- 
water. A legislative committee 
also was ready to Investigate. 

The state corrections commis- 
sioner, John .\. Gavin, other 
corrections officials and the 
Brldgewater superintendent, 
Charles Gaughan, met atBridge- 
water "to discuss sscnrlty and 
other problems." 

DeSalvo, 35. and the other two 
escaped early Friday. T^ie other 
gave themselves up Friday night 
and DeSalvo surrendered quietly 
to police In a uniform store In 
Lynn on Saturday afternoon. 

DeSaJvo's escape recreated for 
many the fear that gripped the 
Boston area when 13 women were 
strangled in their homes between 
June 1962, and January 1964. His 
attorney, F. Lee Bailey, has 
identified DeSalvo as the strang- 
ler.

DeSalvo was sentenced to life 
Imprisonment last month after 
an all-male jury in Cambridge 
convicted him on charges of sex- 
ual assault on four women in 
their homes and of robbery . None 
of the charges was related to 
the stranglings. 

A spokesman for the State Cor- 
rections Commission said De- 
.Salvo was being held under con- 
stant guard in the hospital cell 
at Walpole, pending a decision, 
probably Monday, on where he 
would be moved within the max- 
imum security inlson.

The best a prisoner could expect 
in former times, when he was sent 
to the Mississin>i State Prison at 
Parchman, was a day of back- 
breaking labor on its 22. WO 
ste.-iti'iinE acres of IJelta farm- 
lands. 

On his release he was a candi- 
date for underemployment, un- 
employment, the relief rolls, 
probably more delinquency and a 
return to prison, but this is 
changing, according to a speaker 
at Florida State's 12th Southern 
Conference on Corrections to- 
night. 

Watt Caner, direc- ,r <i! voca- 
tional training at :i;e peniter-.tiary . 
said Parchmjn still is an agrl- 
ctdtural instltition but it has just 
completed its first year of train- 
ing inmates in the technical 
trades with good results. 

Carter said the program began 
with 72 trainees "of which 49 
completed the course and have 
been placed in jobs and to date 
only one has failed. Three have 
changed Jobs, but few of the 48 
employed and rehabilitated are 
earning only the minimum wage. 
Many are In an enviable Income 
category." 

Carter said the training pro- 
gram is patterned after one in 
Mississippi's junior colleges, 
which provide a home base for an 
extensive manpower training 
program to take care of Indus- 
trial needs of Mississippi. 

At present Uiere are six pro- 



grams: welding, sheet metal, die- 
sel mechanics, auto mechanics, 
building trades and Ixjok mdmg. 
Tools now are on order to begin 
programs in heating air ccin- 
ditioning and refrigeration, elec- 
trical trades rriachln.e shop and 
plumbing and a new structure with 
45,000 stjuare feer of floor is be- 
ing erected tu hduse most of the 
training.

Col. Weldon W. Cox, deputy 
commissioner of the lennessee 
Dept. (if Correction, told the con- 
ference the Tennessee correc- 
tional system is attempting to ac- 
centuate "positive and other per- 
sonnel to teach the inmates atti- 
tudes that will stand them well as 
free men and not how to most 
comfortably survive in the pris- 
oner scene." 

He added: 

"For instance, we believe each 
man who stands convicted to 
sei-ve time in prison is Indebted 
to society . $But so do you and 1 owe 
a debt to our fellowman, our nei- 
ghbor, or society, if you will. But 
we usually keep our Installments 
current by upright living, going to 
church, promoting little league, 
boy scouts, PTA or by just being 
a (ood neighbor.

For a woman circus performer 
the double somersault from the 
nying trapeze presents the same 
type of psychological barrier that 
the four- minute mile once posed 
to runners, according to Donna 
Meyers of Sarasota. 

Miss Meyers, a star performer 
with the Florida State C;rcL;s, 
overcame this block while still 
a student in high school and be- 
came the sixth woman In history 
to perform this feat. 

Linda Volgt, also of Sarasota, 
is working hard on the double 
somersault and hopes to ac- 
complish the trick in time fo 
the Circus' home shows set fo: 
March 10, 11, 17 and 18. 

Circus Director Adrian Catar/i 
is still a bit amazed at the thought 
of having two women flyers ablt 
to do the double somersault from 
the flying trapeze. "So far as 
I've been able to find out, our 
two flyers will be the sixth and 
seventh women in history to do 
It," he said. 

Catarzl pointed out that the 
triple somersault has only been 
accomplished by a dozen or so 
men performers. Catarzl him- 
self accomplished the trick while 
a student at FSU in 1964. 

Both Miss Meyers and Miss 
Volgt are products of Sarasota's 
Sailor Circus and began develop- 
ing their athletic skills In Junior 
high sdiool.

Director Catarzl said he was 
confident that Miss Volgt would 
be able to do the double fn^r- 
the trapeze. "Linda is read;, 
for the double and b> the rr-.e 
our home shows open she'll be 
able to overcome the barrier," 
he said. 



Miss Volgt, a senior, and Mist 
Meyers, a sophomore, are both 
majoring In elementary eduoolon 
and plan to teach. "Naturally, 
you feel some fear when you do 
the double somersault, but not 
as r .uch dS you might think," 
Miss .Me.ers said. "I've only 
had one ■•il.-ior injury. The worst 
thing that happened was when I 
hanzed into mv catcher. I came 
cianiaged ego," the dark-halr«d 
.Miss Meyers said. 

The catcher, who needs to be a 
sturday fellow to catch the flyers. 
plays an important part in the 
success of tl'.e Ji uMe somer- 
sault. "Unless \cur catcher is 
a good one, you don't have the co;: 
fidence to do it and will probably 
fail." she said.

Staff Chiefs 
Concerned 

WASHINGTON (AP)-The joini 
Chiefs of Staff view the Soviet 
Union's deploymeni of an anti 
missile system withgreater con- 
cern than civilian officials and 
are pressing anew for a US de- 
fense agaijisi iniercnntinent.ii 
ballistic missiles. 

A Pentagon statement Wednes- 
day night reflected a key dif- 
ference between the military lea 
ders and Secretary of Defense 
Rotien S. McNamara nver the 
extent and purpose of a second 
defensive system being ere. edi: 
northeastern Russia. 8' . 5 
agree that missile battenei- ii w 
beingconstructed around Moscow 
are designed to knock dowr 
American wsr-heads. 

But Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, 
chairman of the joint Chiefs, 
finds it "difficult to accept" the- 
McNamara-held view that the 
second so-called Tallinn system 
is primarily for protection 
against bombers, the Poitagon 
said. 

The Pentagon chief told Con- 
gress recently that the lallinn 
defense, named for the Soviet 
city north of Moscow, is proba- 
bly not intended primarily for 
shooting down American mis- 
sies. 

The Pentagon took note of re- 
ports "indicating a difference of 
opinion" between McNamara and 
the Joint Chiefs, and said Mc- 
Namara believes there is agreat 
deal of uncertainty within the 
intelligence community over the 
purpose of the Tallinn system. 

Because of this uncertainty, Mc- 
Namara was said to be basing 
US coumermoves on the assump- 
tion that "the Soviets have al- 
ready started to deploy a nation- 
wide ABM antlballistic missile 
system or will do so in the 
future," 

But at this point McNamara is 
oi^sed to undertaking costly 
iepUsfmeat ctf a US antimissile 
system.

Rev. Francis J. Gilchrist, the 
Roman Catholic chaplain at the 
academy, told the cadets in his 
Sunday sermon that while the 
honor code is strict. It is nec- 
essary to national security. 

"It is a different, difficult and 
honorable life," he said, "but i' 
is lived with honorable ir.en.

Adam C. Powell 

If and when Adam Clayt(m Powell is marched to the 
front of the House of Representatives to be publicly 

censured and condemmed by the Speaker, the Demo- 
crat from Harlem will mirror a national unease about 
the level of ethical conduct throughout the Congress. 

True it is that Rep. Powell's private and public life 
borders on the contemptible. T- :• it is that he has 
junketed about the worldanciiids edfastand loose 
with his Education and Labor Committee's staff and 
payroll. 

But it certainly is not true that Rep. Powell is a- 
lone in Congress with that guilt. He simply has be- 
come a symbol of the freeloading and self-serving 

public official and he got that only because of a civil 
suit which he refused to acknowledge in his 
home state. 

Only when Rep. Powell was branded a scofflawfor 
not paying off on a New York court judgment did other 
m rmbers of the Congress develop an interest in his 
conduct, his character and his right to join in the pro- 
cess of making laws for the nati<)n. 
That is the real pity of the Powell case. 
.Another sad thing is the argument over civil rights 
that has become part of the record. It is part of a nat- 
ional sickness that the flagrant misconduct of 
this congressman is being counterbalanced by accu- 
sations of a double standard. 

The Congress of Racial Equality calls the recom- 
mendation for censure "political castration of both 
Mr. Powell and of all black people." 

A college student says, "Its a damn shanr^ when 
everyone else does the same thing." 

Even the moderate Urban League deplores that" in 
this nation you can be \^ite and wrong and make it." 

Perhaps the contribution of Adam Clayton Powell 
will be to restore to American life the dip-nity 
and honesty of public service that recognizes no color 
or racial labels. Perhaps he will be the ultimate in- 
strument to prick the conscience of the people and 
their representatives in every iwblic office. 
We must not become a nation of cheats. 
Within our heritage of freedom and within our Bill 
of Rights, there should be no right to serve selfish 
interests in public office, no right to pilfer the pub- 
lic treasury and no right to erase the Judeo-Chris- 
tian ethics that free naen need if they are to govern 
themselves. 

Adam Clayton Powell may be a moral leper today. 
But history may afford him a unique positi<m in the 
reaffirmation of America's higest ideals.
